According to the 
testimouy, the lavender flowers are used 
for two purposes:—(1) They are placed in 
envelopes and sold by drug stores in 
sachets; (2) They are ground and used to 
liavor tobacco, it being the odor the flow- 
ers possess that makes them adaptable 
for such uses. The member of one of the 
protesting companies testifying stated 
that the merchandise was a ‘“‘crude drug,” 
but this statement the board did not 
deem sufficient to establish that these 
flowers are drugs within the meaning of 
the language of either of the paragraphs 


under which the claims are made. The 
term ‘“‘drugs’’ is defined in the dictionaries 
as follows:—Any vegetable, animal or 


mineral, substance used in the composi- 
tion or preparation of medicines; hence, 
also, any ingredient used in chemical 
preparations employed in the arts.—Cen- 
tury Dictionary. Any animal, vegetable 
or minerai substance used in the composi- 
tion of medicines; any stuff used in dye- 
ing or in chemical operations.—Webster’s 
Dictionary. 

As neither of the claims made by the im- 
porters was sustained by proof, they were 
overuled. Claims involving the 5 per cent. 
discount of duties under subsection 7, 
paragraph J, of section 4, were overruled 
for iack of evidence.

Special War Taxes Imposed in United 
Kingdom. 


ON ALL PROPRIETARIES 
AND DUTY ON MOTOR 
ALSO RATSED—IMPORTED 
GLASS TO BE ASSESSED AT 33% PER 
CENT. AD VALOREM. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
London, Sept. 28, 1915. 

What war means to belligerent nations 
is exemplified in the budget introduced 
September 21 in Parliament by the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, Mr. Reginald Mc- 
Kenna. 

In 1913-14, the last year of 
revenue and expenditures of 
Kingdom mearly balanced at about £198,- 
000,000. In 1914-15, the first year of the 
war, the revenue rose by increased taxa-

tion to £227,000,000 and the expenditures 
to £561,000,000, a deficit of £354,000,000. The 
estimate of revenue made last May for 
the current year was £267,000,000, and on 
the hypothesis that the war would last 
at least until March 31 mext, the estimate 
of expenditure was £1,133,000,000. With 


later experience these estimates have had 
to be revised. On the basis of taxation 
before the new budget the revenue could 
be put at £272,000,000 and the expenditure 
is now estimated at £1,590,000,000. 

‘To enable the government to cope with 
this colossal expenditure, new taxation 
yas proposed by Mr. McKenna yesterday, 
designed so that all classes of the nation 
should contribute generally. The propo- 
sals have been favorably and loyally re- 


ceived. They include heavy additions to 
the income tax, the taxation of excess 
profits during the war, very substantial 


additions to the customs and excise duties 
on sugar, an all round increase of 50 per 
cent. on the former duties on tea, tobacco, 
coffee, chicory and dried fruits, (an addi- 
tion of 5d. a gallon to the rates on motor 


spirit raising them to 6d. and 4%d., ac- 
cording to their use, a 33 1-3 per cent. ad 


valorem duty on a small new list of im- 
ported articles, including cinema films 
and plate glass, and a doubling of the in- 
land duties on proprietary medicines. 

In regard to those of the above altera- 
tions of more immediate interest to the 
Reporter's readers it may be said as re- 
gards:— 

MOTOR SPIRITS. 

The yield from the additional tax this 
year is estimated at £550,000 and in a full 
year at £1,100,000. The advance in duty 
will not operate so as to increase the al- 
lowances Or repayments made in respect 
of motor spirit for commercial or doctors’ 
cars (both of which have half rate on 
the old duty) or of motor spirit used other 


than for motor cars (on which all the 
old rate is allowed). 

PROPRIETARY MEDICINES. 
The dcubling of the values of the 


stamfps which have to be affixed by the 
first seller to every package means 3d. on 
an article of ls. value or under, 6d. on one 


exceeding 1s. and not 2s. 6d.; Ils. between 
2s. 6d. and 4s., 2s. between 4s. and 10s., 
is. between 10s. and 20s., and so on. The 


new imposts, which are due to come into 
force on September 29 have caused much 


perturbation in the trade concerned. Op- 
position is taken to the duties on the 
ground that they penalize equally the 
gzenuine scientific preparations. the un- 
objectionable simple remedies and those 
that are dangerous or fraudulent. And, in 
doing this, the industrial section of the 


population who want when sick the scien- 
tific or the unobjectionable proprietary 
will suffer, for it is inevitable that the tax 
will be passed on, from the manufacturer 
to the consumer, who generally belongs to 
the working classes. The old yield from the 
tax was £330,000; the extra yield from the 
new taxes is placed at £250,000. In other 
words, a decrease of 12 per cent. in the 
sales is counted on by the government. 
It is computed that this is equal to a 
drop of 5,000,000 packages per year.” It is 
urged that it should not be sought to 
diminish the sales of alleged fraudulent 
or harmful proprietary medicines by dam- 
aging also the unobjectionable articles. 
And further, that it is wrong for the gov- 
ernment by the increased tax to partici- 
pate in and indorse the fraud and injury 
on the consumer through the objection- 
able class of proprietaries. It is mow be- 
ing sought to get a postponement of the 
tax, so as to meet the convenience of 
manufacturers in restamping and also to 
modify its incidence. 
PLATE GLASS. 

The 33 1-3 per cemt. on a few articles, 
of which this is one, has been hailed by 
tariff reformers as evidence of the coun- 
try being rapidly driven to a ‘“‘protective’”’ 
fiscal system. In the House of Commons 
Mr. Peto’ expressed his surprise that the 
government had stopped at plate glass; 
they ought to have put a duty on all 
kinds of glass,.including bottles and optic 


glass. Similarly other people have urged 
that other imported articles should be 
taxed. It remains to be seen whether, as 


the war continues, the government will 
be compelled to this expedient. In the 
meantime, this thin edge of the protec- 
iionist wedge is explained by the govern- 
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ment’s spokesman as a means of helping 
to maintain our foreign exchanges by re- 
stricting the importation of luxuries and 


simultaneously raising revenue on those 
of the articles which. despite the duty, 
continue to come in.

Anti-Dumping Legislation Plans. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Oct. 8, 1915. 
In view of the continued agitation of 
the question whether there is to be ade- 


quate protection to capital that may be 
invested in a domestic dyestuffs industry, 
and assurances having been given by Sec- 
retary Redfield of the Commerce Depart- 
ment, presumably upon the authority of 
President Wilson, that the national ad- 
ministration will take steps at least in 
the direction of recommending to Con- 
gress what shall be done to prevent the 
dumping of foreign commodities on the 
American market preliminary to any new 
plans that may be developed for the pro- 
duction of dyestuffs or other commodities, 
widespread interest attaches to the sub- 
ject of what is called ‘“‘dumping,”’ which 
refers to the process by which producers 
in one country lay down their commodi- 
ties in a foreign country at ruinously low 


prices for the purpose of injuring the 
industries of the latter country. 
It is well to remember, however, that 


whatever the national administration may 
eonciude to do and however strong rec- 
ommendations may be made in the annual 
report of the Secretary of Commerce and 
in any message which President Wilson 
may send to Congress favoring the adop- 
tion of an anti-dumping policy, Congress 
is the legislative authority, and experi- 
ence has demonstrated that in all matters 
of this kind registering new plans in in- 
ternational trade affairs, Congress is slow 
to act, and does not always meet the 
expectations of the executive officers of 
the government, and much less the expec- 
taticns of business men. 

It is to be noted in this conenction that 
an anti-dumping policy was outlined in 
the framing of the existing Underwood 
tariff law when that measure was passing 
through the House of Representatives 
and this anti-dumping proposition jas 
based upon the law of Canada. The Sen- 
ate Committe on Finance in reviewing 
the Underwood measure after it had 
passed the House struck out this anti- 
dumping proposition, and nothing was 
substituted to safeguard in any way the 
markets of the United States from ruinous 
competition from foreign exporters, except 
as is provided for in the general customs 
law in regard to rates of duty being con- 
ditioned, where those duties are ad va- 
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lorem, upon the general prevailing mar- 
ket prices of the imported commodities in 


the country of production. 

As an interesting preliminary to the 
contest which seems certain to be waged 
by the administration and im Congress 


during the session which opens in Decem- 


ber, the officials of the Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce has _ pre- 
pared a statement reviewing anti-dump- 
ing legislation as it has heen developed 
in the British possessions of Canada, Aus- 
tralia and South Africa. It will be re- 
membered by students of international 
trade that wreJeated efforts have been 
made by certain elements in British poli- 
tics to secure the enactment of similar 
anti-dumping legislation for the United 
iningdem to guard against the alleged un- 
fair com petition of Germany and other 
Continental producers during the time 
prececing the war 


Attention was called a week ago to thx 
posi ion assumed by Secretary Redfield of 


the Commerce Department in formally 
annvuneing his adherence to an anti- 
CcCumping policy to be effective after the 
war shall end. It is probably desirable 
that in a review of this subject, the pre- 
cise expressions used by Secretary Red- 
fieid in his letter to Dr, Pratt, chief of 
ihe Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, should be known to the busi- 
ness men of the country. Secretary Red- 
field im this letter said:— 

If the question arises as to the attitude of 
the Department of Commerce toward what ts 
called ‘‘dumping’’ after the war shall end, you 
may say that I shall recommend in my annual 
report that unfair competition from abroad 
shall not be permitted to injure a legitimate 


American industry any more than it is per 
mitted to do so in our domestic field Espe 
cially I shall oppose action on the part of any 
foreign monopoly toward controlling the Amer 
ican market by unfair competition in an at 
tempt to injure or destroy an American in 
dustry There is no doubt in my mind that 
this should be done The more serious ques- 
tion to which consideration is being given is 
as to the method of doing it Various plans 
have been proposed, some of which seem to 
permit reactions which are possibly undesir 
able. I am considering the methods used in 
different countries, with a frank preference for 
such as have nothing to do with tariffs or 
duties. I should be very glad to receive sug- 
gestions from practical commercial men as to 
the most efficient means of detecting and pre- 
venting this unfair competition. 

You may be quite sure of my earnest purpose 
to provide, so far as it lies in my power to 
do so, that American industries shall not suffer 


from a type of unfair competition at the 
hands of foreign producers which would be 
forbidden if it took place at the hands of 
American producers. 

In view of the fact that it was well 
known when the Underwood tariff bill 
was prepared in the House that an amnti- 
dumping plan based upon the Canadian 
law was desirable, the commerce officials 
have reproduced for the information of 
business men the anti-dumping law of 


as follows:— 


ANTI-DUMPING LAW. 


Sec. 6. In the case of articles exported to 
Canada of a class or kind made or produced 
in Canada, if the export or actual selling price 
to an importer in Canada be less than the fair 
market value of the same article when sold 
for home consumption in the usual and ordi 
nary course in the country whence exported t 
Canada at the time of its exportation to Can- 
ada, there shall, in addition to the duties 
otherwise established, be levied, collected and 
paid on such article, on its importation into 
Canada, a special duty (or dumping duty) 
equal to the difference between the said sell 
ing price of the article for export and the said 
fair market value thereof for home consump- 
tion; and such special duty (or dumping duty) 
shall be levied, collected and paid an such 
article although it is not otherwise dutiable.

Provided, That the said special duty shall 
not exceed 15 per cent. ad valorem in any 
case. 

Provided also, That the following goods shall 
be exempt from such special duty, viz.:—(a) 


Goods whereon the duties otherwise established 


are equal to 50 per cent. ad valorem: (b) 
goods of a class subject to excise duty in 
Canada; (c) sugar refined in the United King- 
dom; (d) binder twine or twine for harvest 


binders manufactured from New Zealand hemp.

gle ply and measuring not exceeding 600 
to the pound, 

Provided further, That excise duties shall be 
disregarded in estimating the market value of 
goods for the purpose of special duty when the 
goods are entitled to entry under the British 
preferential tariff.

tion of the Governor in Council on a report 
from the Minister of Customs, that the pay- 
ment of the special duty by this section pro 
vided for is being evaded by the shipment of 
goods on consignment without sale prior to 
such shipment, the Governor in Council may 
in any case or class of cases authorize such 
action as is deemed necessary to collect on 
such goods or any of them the same special 


duty as if the goods had been sold to an im- 


porter in Canada prior to their shipment to 
Canada. 

(4) If the full amount of any special duty 
of customs is not paid on goods imported, the 
customs entry thereof shall be amended and 
the deficiency paid upon the demand of the 
collector of customs. 

(5) The Minister of Customs may make such 
regulations as are deemed necessary for carry- 
ing out the provisions of this section and for 
the enforcement thereof. 

(6) Such regulations may provide for the 


temporary exemption from special duty of any 
article or class of articles, when it is estab 
lished to the satisfaction of the Minister of 
Customs that such articles are not made or 
sold in Canada in substantial quantities and 
offered for sale to all purchasers on equal 
terms under like conditions, having regard to 
the custom and usage of trade. 

(7) Such regulations may also provide for 
the exemption from special duty of any article 
when the difference between the fair market 
value and the selling price thereof to the im 
porter as aforesaid amounts only to a small 
percestage of its fair market value 

The records of the Department of Com- 
merce also show, according to advices 
that have reached the foreign tariff sec- 
tion, that a year ago the government of 
the Union of South Africa included an 
anti-dumping clause in the new tariff act 
adopted for that country. This South 
African law was modeled almost precise- 
ly after the Canadian law. 

Dating as far back as 16, the govern- 
ment of Australia enacted legislation 
against dumping. This policy of Australis 
is directed against monopoly and unfair 
competition in general. Under this policy 
us perused by the Australian government, 
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competition is deemed to be unfair, un- 
less the contrary is proved, if: 


(a) Under ordinary circumstances of trade 


it would probatly lead to the Australian 
goods being no longer produced or being 
withdrawn from the market or being sold at 


a loss unless produced at an inadequate re- 
muneration for labor; or 

(b) The means adopted by the person im- 
porting or selling the imported goods are, 
in the opinion of the comptroller general 
or a justice, as the case may be, unfair 
in the circumstances; ot 

(c) The competition would probably, o1 
does in fact, result in an inad quate remun 
eration for labor in the Australian industry; 
or 

(d) The competition would probably, or 
does in, fact, result in ereating any substan- 








tial disorganization in Australian industry 
or throwing workers out of employment; or 
(e) The imported goods have been pur- 
chased abroad by or for the importer from 
the manufacturer or some person acting 
for or in combination with him, or account- 
ing to him, at prices greatly below their 
ordinary cost of production where produced 
or market price where purchased; or 

(f) The imported goods are imperted by 
or for the manufacturer, er some person 
ac‘ing for or in combination with him or 
accounting to him, and are being sold in 
Australia at a price which is less than gives 
the person importing r selling them a fair 
profit upon their fair foreign market value, 
or their fair selling velue if sold in the 
eountry of production, together with all 
charges after shioment from the place 
Whence the goods are exported directly to 
Australia (including customs duty), ; 


In a general summarization of the pol-

dumping laws. Moreover, the question 
of fair market value is always involved, 
and that is a question with which the 
customs authorities, for regular duty 
purposes, are always having to deal. In 
Canada and South Africa the question of 
unfair competition is just as much in- 
volved as it is in Australia. In the latter 


commonwealth, however, dumping is 
treated purely as a phase of the laws of 
unfair competition and the administration 
of the anti-dumping legislation is in- 
trusted primarily to the courts in the 
Same manner any other laws aiming 
at the prevention of unfair competition 
The results are substantially the same 
under either system administration, 
and it is merely a question as to the 
best means of enforcing the laws.”

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Western Seed and Oil Markets 


THE MINNEAPOLIS MARKET. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 6, 1915. 

Another period of waiting for the new 
crop to move has been forced on the 
crushers by rains of the past week. Al- 
though there is mo damage to the crop 
reportable, due to the precipitation, at the 
same time threshing is set back further 
and, with farm help deserting because of 
the deluy in field operations, a straggling 
finish of harvest operations generally is 
plainly indicated. There was a _ fair 
movement of new flax beginning with last 
Saturday, about forty cars of new seed 
arriving on Saturday and Monday. There 
was a fair run on Tuesday, but now the 
movement has fallen off to very light 
figures. From 40 to 50 per cent. of the 
movement comsisted of new Minnesota 
seed. Advices from Minnesota points in- 
dicate that the crop came out in fine 
shape and the quality is unusually good. 
Threshing is delayed, but the bulk of the 
crop is in good shape to stand adverse 
weather for some time. 

Conditions in North Dakota are not bad 
on the average, but there is very little 
flax moving from farms. In the last 
week one line elevator company Operating 
in that State took in 3,000 bushels o 
seed, but at no station were they able 
to accumulate even a small carload. 
Farmers are not storing very much flax 
with them. Most of them show a dis- 
position to sell on delivery. According 
to estimates there will not be an 
average of 1,000 bushels to the station in 
North Dakota except in territory that 
devotes a large acreage to the produc- 
tion of seed. e 

There is nothing offered to arrive and 
the crushers are mot very keen to buy 
on that basis. Spot prices are at a strong 
premium over to arrive prices and the 
shippers naturally prefer to send their 
stuff to market unsqld as fast as they 
can get enough to make a minimum Ccar- 
load. The limited demand for deferred 
oil probably accounts for the indifference 
of the crushers toward the arrive Offer- 
ings 

No further reports of Duluth sales were 
made during the past week. Further re- 
ceipts from that market reported. 

There seems to be very little off grade 
flax for sale this year. Except for a 
small amount of frost damaged seed re- 
ceived the quality has averaged very 
good and the oil making property this 
year will average better than the crop 
of last year. The biggest improvement 
was in Minnesota and South Dakota 
seed. Montana and North Dakota seed 
is about the same as last year’s. 

As yet there have been no developments 
tending to indicate that the Canadian 
crop will be marketed in this country 
very freely, but the spread between the 
Duluth and Winnipeg markets is liberal 
and may work out to a basis that would 
result in sales. Much depends on the 
movement of the domestic crop. There 
is no telling when the oil buyers will de- 
cide that they should engage supplies and 
if they do decide that the time is ripe 
while thé domestic movement is so small 
in volume the market on this side of the 
line would respond readily. Wet weather 
seems to have but temporary effect on 
the futures at present. 

The amount of flax available at Duluth 
and Minneapolis is exceedingly small. 
The total last Saturday was but 150,694 
bushels, compared with a total of 983,269 
bushels available last year. There is no 
oil surplus on hand locally to relieve 
the situation either. The bulk of the 
movement to market this year has been 
in the direction of Minneapolis, as it was 


a year ago. During the past week 
Minneapolis received 129,110 bushels of 
flax compared with a _ total of 9,200 


bushels received at Duluth. Leaving out 
the seed that was received from Duluth 
terminal houses there was a large ex- 
cess in favor of the local market. How- 
ever, the general movement is very 
small compared with last year. For in- 
stance, total receipts at both points dur- 
ing the past week were but 138,000 bushels, 
compared with a total of 720,000 bushels 
received a year ago, or less than 20 per 
ecent., taking into consideration the 
Duluth seed shipped here. A year ago 
the heavy movement depressed prices. 
Weather conditions were ideal for 
threshing and farmers in North Dakota 
were delivering as fast as the seed was 
threshed for a time, deliveries slackening 
only when the market declined sharply. 
This year the weather is very unfavor- 
able for threshing and the country roads 
are all but impassable. A year ago the 
best seed offered sold at 2c. over the Oc- 
tober price and the best sells at 5c. over. 

North Dakota and Montana No. 1 seed 
quoted at 5c. over Duluth October, 
South Dakota at 2@4c. over and Minne- 
scta at October price to 3c. over. 

There is no action to the oil market 
and, owing to the fact that there is no 
surplus stocks on hand and very little 
seed to convert, crushers are indifferent 
toward the state of things. Scattering 
sales of prompt are reported, but the 
business is even smaller than it was a 
week ago. Jobbers are in the market 
right along for small lots, but show 
no disposition to anticipate their needs 
at present prices. Shipping directions on 
maturing contracts are more than prompt, 
buyers being anxious to get what oil 
they have already engaged to obviate the 
necessity of entering the market at the 
present time for fresh supplies. Ship- 
ments for the week were smaller than 
during the previous week and much 
smaller than they were a year ago. 

Buyers are still holding to their wait- 
ing policy regarding deferred supplies. 
Weather news and the straggling move- 
ment of the new crop, nor the complete 
exhaustion of old crop supplies, seems 
not to move them at all. Judging from 
their correspondence they are waiting for 
the heavy fall movement of seed to de- 
velop, but local crushers are at sea re- 
garding when that movement can be ex- 
pected. Under the abnormal conditions 
prevailing they are in no mood to stim- 
ulate future business and both sides have 
ssumed a waiting policy, with no pres- 





nt indications the deadlock being

ing of the buyers in developing a_tech- 
nical situation that will offset a liberal 
movement if it comes is a question that 
would please the crushers to be an- 
swered. There is no doubt of the sound- 
ness of the supply situation as far as do- 
mestiec promises hold forth, which should 
tend to lessen up the buyers somewhat, 
but they refuse to be diverted. 

Quotations depend upon the situation of 
the crushers making them. Some have 
very little stuff to offer and naturally 
do not care much whether their prices are 
satisfactory or not. Quotations today 
ranged from 55 to 57c. 

LINSEED OIL MEAL, 

There is no brisk trade in meal to re- 
port. Buyers are taking a fair amount 
from time to lime and as far as can be 
learned there is no accumulation of sup- 
plies on hand. Shipments on cake con- 
tracts can be made any time and in the 
main crushers are content to take orders 
for meal at their quotations or leave 
them The lack of fresh cake business 
seems to have no influence with most of 
the crushers. Sales to Iowa are the most 
liberal. Some business was_ transacted 
with buyers in Nebraska and Ohio, but 
further West and Southwest the trade 
seems to be using cottonseed meal. The 
general buying is nowhere near as good 
as if was a year ago and the demand 
then was not very broad. Shipping di- 
rections usually accompany orders. 
Prices quoted at $34@35. 


LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

No cake sales were reported for the 
week past and bids were considerably 
lower. The foreign inquiry is very light 
and there seems to be _ considerable 
trouble in getting cables through. Last 
bids received ranged from $31 to $32, 
which the crushers would not accept, 
There are plenty of maturing contracts 
to fill aid unless the flaxseed move- 
ment picks up decidedly in the near fu- 
ture local mills will have little trouble in 
placing their by-products. There was 
practically no communication with for- 
eign buyers direct and the bids from 
Eastern brokers evidently are based on 
speculative interest. No doubt the sharp 
advance in freights recently had some- 
thing to do with the lowering of these 
bids. All reports indicate a severe short- 
age of freight room even at the record 
high levels established, and naturally the 
advance in the cost of transportation 
would have to be partly accounted for 
in the price paid for the stuff to be 
transported.

THE DULUTH MARKET. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Duluth, Mimn., Oct. 6, 1915. 
So far as market conditions are con- 
cerned, aside from the advance in price, 
there is but little change in flax. It is 
still going up, and there are many who 


believe that it will still go up unless 
conditions said to be existing in the East 
develop enough to check the ascent. There 
is no question but that conditions, as con- 
fined to the West and Northwest are 
bullish. But within a few days one com- 
pany has purchased 1,000,000 bushels of 
Argentine seed for delivery at New York, 
with duty paid, at $1.67, and it is de- 
clared that other importations at fully as 
advantageous a price as that and even 
better are likely to come, and are now 
being negotiated for, owing to the ad- 
vance that flax is having in this part of 
the country. At that price the foreign 
seed, with duty paid, would be 19c. lower 
than flax closed here today, a_ consid- 
erable margin, and one that holders of 
seed are likely to figure seriously on if 
it is repeated many times. 

As to conditions out this way, there 
is no seed to speak of. Stocks are down 
to the lowest ebb of several years, there 
being, between Duluth and Minneapolis, 
both as to domestic and bonded seed, 
less than 160,000 bushels, and that is 
constantly dwindling. There is talk of 
that wholly disappearing within the next 
week. 

Cutting started on the new crop only 
last week and it has been considerably 
hindered by rain, so that very little of it 
has been done. Even though it were all 
cut, the threshing would be held back 
badly by the excessively bad weather 
that has been prevailing all over the 
Northwest. It is generally expected that 
it will be some time before enough of 
the new crop will arrive to cut any figure 
in the flax market. The bulls are making 
the most of that, and their tossing meth- 
ods are helped along by the fact that the 
crushers are still getting into the market, 
despite the fact that they claim that the 
oil market is stagnant.

THE WINNIPEG MARKET. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Winnipeg, Man., Oct. 5, 1915. 
There was a little better inquiry for 
flax last week than in the preceding 
week, but trade was far from being act- 
ive. The market continued to vary in 
sympathy with Duluth, and fairly wide 
fluctuations occurred on some days. It 
was expected that inspections of flax 
past Winnipeg would have increased by 
the first of October, but even now they 
average only one or two cars per day. 
In all of September there were only 11 
cars inspected, as compared with 355 cars 
in the corresponding month of last _year. 
Stocks of flax in store at Fort William 
and Port Arthur at the week-end were 
755,996 bushels, against 896,076 bushels a 
week previous and 1,778,450 bushels at the 
corresponding date last year. Shipments 
from there during the week aggregated 
145,679 bushels, as compared with 107,351 
bushels in the preceding week and 252,206 
bushels in the corresponding week of 1914. 
The following were the closing prices 
of flax in the Winnipeg market on each 
day of the week, all prices being on the 
basis of delivery in store at Fort William 
and Port Arthur:—

Drug-Chemical Freight Rates Revision 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Oct. 8, 1915. 

Without any formal action by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission being neces- 
sary, but as a result of active protests 
made by the leading drug and chemical 
houses in the East, and notably by the 
Dow Chemical Company and the H. K. 
Mulford Company, the carriers that had 
filed tariffs increasing the less than car- 
load rates on drugs, medicines and chemi- 
cals trom Atlantic to Pacific Coast States 
have cancelled the tariffs, thereby pre- 
venting a proposed rate of $3.70 per 100, 
or an increase of more than 8 per cent. 
in these rates, going into effect. 


The controversy over these drug and 
chemical rates goes back many years and 
involves the amended interstate com- 
merce law, whereby the long and short 
haul provision was made so the carriers 
are enabled, upon proper showing in par- 
ticular cases, ta still conform to the law 
and yet charge a lower rate for a longer 
haul than a shorter haul in the same di- 
rection The long haul rates on drugs 
and chemicals fell within the different 
zones created by the commission wherein 
advances ranging from 7 to 15 and 25 per 
cent. in specific cases might be permitted. 
As a sequel of this controversy, and in 
an effort to recoup themselves from losses 
resulting from changes enforced by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission in class 
and commodity rates, the carriers sought 
to make sharp advances in the less than 
carload rates in the transcontinental tar- 
iffs. As a result of this action, rates on 
drugs and chemicals which ranged at $2 
a 100 was proposed to be advanced to 
3.70. This action was taken by the car- 
riers in November of last year and vigor- 
ous protests were made in various cases 
brought by the drug and chemical compa- 
nies and also by general protests made 
by commercial associations in Philadel- 
phia and other seaboard points. 

Following these protests and a brief 
hearing held in Philadelphia, the carriers 
did nct make very vigorous efforts to 
maintain their proposed increases, but 
voluntarily offered to withdraw their tar- 
iffs containing the proposed increases and 
to restore the $2 rate. This action is to 
take effect on October 18, and is without 
order of the commission, because it is 
a voluntary action on the part of the car- 
riers. The only action the commission 
has taken with respect to these cases, 
since the hearing in Philadelphia, was to 
order cancelled such cases as have been 
asked to be cancelled by the complain- 
ants, and it is expected that all the other 
cases filed will be cancelled in due time. 

In connection with these cases attention 
has been ealled to the active efforts joint- 
ly made by Eastern shippers of drugs and 
chemicals, including the Drug Exchange 
of the Philadelphia Chamber, and _ the 
buyers in the Western States, in the con- 
certed and vigorous efforts they have 
made in combating these proposed ad- 
vances with the successful result indi- 
cated.

Saturday Noon, Oct. 9, 1915. 


There has been a stronger tone to 
the market for linseed oil during the 
week as a result of higher quotations 
for flaxseed. The paint trade, however, 
has not been buying largely and de- 
mand for oil has not been a factor in 
pushing prices up. Higher prices and 
better demand for soya bean oil also 
are reported, but the increased buying 
has not been on paint making account. 
The lead pigments hold steady in price, 
with a quiet but steady movement into 
consuming channels. Pig lead has not 
been subjected to any price fiuctua- 
tions during the week and this ac- 
counts for the steady position of the 
pigments. Spelter and zinc ore are 
holding strong and the spot market for 
zine oxide and lithopone is complicated, 
owing to the scarcity of offerings. In 
the case of both these materials, pro- 
ducers are about sold up in taking care 
of their regular trade and new business 
is hard to place. 

Varnish gums are rather quiet, but 
primary markets for kauri and copal 
gums are firm and prices there have 
advanced recently. Spirits of turpen- 
tine have held at about the same level 
throughout the week. Dry colors have 
made no progress and are in the same 
position as reported a week ago. A 
review of the linseed oil and naval 
stores markets will be found on pages 
21 and 23, respectively. On page 12 
there is a complete report on the flax- 
seed situation. <A report on alcohol will 
be found under the drug market. Com- 
ment on the important items in the 
paint trade follows:— 

LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 

PIG LEAD.—Prices for pig lead in 
the New York market have held at 4%c. 
per pound throughout the week. This 
quotation is for spot material and at 
times was a bid price, with sellers not 
anxious to sell at that figure. Futures 
are firm and most sellers are not will- 
ing to accept offers beyond the next 


sixty days. St. Louis quotes lead at 
4.40@4.45c. Lead ore is held at $50@55 
per ton. 


WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—Bids opened by the Navy De- 
partment on Tuesday of this week in- 
cluded 115,000 pounds of white lead in 
oil for delivery at Philadelphia. The 
low bid was $6,731, or on a basis of a 
little more than 5,85c. per pound. In 
the local market the open quotation for 

lots of 15 tons or more is holding at 
6%c. per pound. Dry white lead in 
large quantities is offered one cent per 
pound lower than the product ground 
in oil, the quotation being 5%c. per 
pound. Demand for white lead both 
dry and in oil has been about normal 
for home consumption, with a good call 
for export. Report from London says 
that export trade in English white lead 
has increased, shipments in August be- 
ing 28,239 cwts., against 22,524 cwts. in 
August last year, but shipments for 
the eight months ending August were 
only 219,022 cwts., as against 268,542 
ewts. in the corresponding period last 
year. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—The steady position of the 
metal market has a corresponding ef- 
fect on the pigments and basic sul- 
phate is featured by the steadiness 
with which prices are maintained. The 
quotation for round lots is repeated at 
5¥%c. per pound. All of the lead pig- 
ments are held at varying prices, ac- 
cording to quantity, and small lot buy- 
ers are forced to pay more than the 
price quoted for large amounts. 


RED LEAD.—Important develop- 
ments in the market for red lead were 
lacking this week and reports on this 
material say trading is seaSsonable at 
steady prices. Red lead in oil is selling 
well in jobbing quantities as well as to 
the manufacturing trades. Prices are 
quoted at 7%c. per pound and up, ac- 
cording to amount. Dry red lead is 
held at 6%c. per pound as an inside 
price and demand for smaller lots is 
not important. 

LITHARGE.—Bids opened by the 
Navy Department on October 5 called 
for 2,000 pounds of dry litharge for de- 
livery at Philadelphia. The low bid 
was at 6c. per pound. The open mar- 
ket price for round lots also is given 
as 6c. per pound. Trading is not feat- 
ured in any way, but total movement 
to consumer is reported as satisfactory. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—Routine de- 
liveries are being made and account 
for the present activity of the market. 
New business is quiet and values are 
repeated at 8% per pound. 

SPELTER.—There is a scarcity of 
spelter for spot delivery and prices are 
rendered firm because of the small of- 
ferings. Demand this week has not 
been active but inquiry for distant de- 
liveries is in evidence, but most buyers 
are holding off with the hope that 
prices will go lower. Shipments over 
the first three months of next year are 
quoted at 11%c. St. Louis quotes 
prompt shipment at 13%@l4c. Zinc ore 
is quoted at $80@87.50 per ton. 


ZINCS.—The situation in regard to 
domestic zincs is briefly told by stating 
that producers are making deliveries 
against contracts and their output is 
about taken care of by their regular 
customers, so that they are unable to 
take on new accounts. As a result the 
market for spot material is largely 
nominal with second-hand offerings es- 
tablishing values and prices up to 15c. 
per pound have been asked. There are 
reports that no stocks are in the pres- 
ent market and consumers have com- 
plained because they could not place 


orders for moderate amounts. Offers 
of foreign zinc oxide are not free as 


they are made subject to previous sale. 
The quotation is given at 26c. in car 
lots duty paid. 
DRY COLORS. 
BLACKS. 

The Navy Department opened bids 
this week calling for 1,000 pounds of 
dry lampblack for delivery at Phila- 
deiphia. The low bid was $23.97. In 
the local market lampblack is quoted 
at different prices, according to grade 


with the range represented by 4@8c. 
per pound. Carbon gas black is meet- 


ing with a fair outlet in the consuming 
trades with-sellers quoting 5%@6%c. 
per pound. Bone black is moving in 
a moderate way with values established 
at 214,4@5c. per pound. Mineral blacks 
show no new features and are quoted 
at $18@25 per ton. 
BLUES. 

Reports were heard in the market 
this week to the effect that makers of 
Prussian blue and similar colors were 
having good results with prussiate of 
soda and were using this material in 
place of prussiate of potash, which is 
much higher in price in the present 
market. There has been considerable 
interest in the question of substituting 
soda for potash in making these colors, 
but the general impression was that 
the results were not satisfactory. Even 
now it is a mooted question and some 
sellers say soda will not give satisfac- 
tion. There is no change for the bet- 
ter in the way of price reductions for 
Prussian blue and offerings are still 
very Scarce and prices are made only 
on specific inquiry from consumers. 
There is no open quotation at which all 
consumers can enter the market and 
take care of their needs. A report from 
London says that Prussian blue has 
been used in the dye trade to replace 
aniline colors but without success. A 
firm market is reported for ultramarine 
blues and on the better grades sellers 
are well sold up. Prices are holding 
at 4@15c. per pound. 


BROWNS. 


None of the selections of this market 
are arousing more than ordinary atten- 
tion and trading is described as quiet. 
There is a routine call for delivery of 
domestic grades of sienna and umber 
with values holding at former levels. 
Umber is quoted at 2@2'%éc. per pound 
for burnt and 24%@8c. per pound for 
raw. Italian grades of sienna are of- 
fered at 5@7c. per pound. 


GREENS. 


Some of the important raw materials 
used in the production of chemically 
pure chrome green are holding high in 
price and the result is seen in strong 
prices for the finished colors. There has 
been but little change during the in- 
terval and sellers are quoting round 
lots at 25@26c. per pound, with spe- 
cially deep shades. bringing higher 
prices. Grinders are also distinguished 
by a variation in price according to 
grade with 12@l3c. per pound generally 
quoted. Jobbing green is offered at 
6@10c. per pound. 


REDS. 


The market for most all grades of 
reds is quiet but the movement into 
consumption is described as about nor- 
mal. There is no sign of weakness in 
quoted prices and sellers continue to 
ask 24%@5c. per pound for American 
Indian reds. Standard English reds 
are selling at 5c. per pound.

YELLOWS. 

There is fairly good call for the better 
grades of domestic ocher and prices 
range up to $20 per ton although this 
material is said to be available at $14 
per ton. The range in prices repre- 
sents the difference in quality. Chem- 
ically pure chrome yellow is in good 
demand and market quotations are 
given at 12@16c. per pound. 

OTHER PAINT MATERIALS. 

BARYTES.—The scarcity of German 
barytes has created a better demand 
for domestic offerings and reports were 
heard this week to the effect that do- 
mestic production of barium com- 
pounds had increased and thus added 
to the demand for barytes. Sellers, 
however, do not report an active de- 
mand and say that prices are holding 
at low levels. There is a rather wide 
range to prices according to grade with 
$16@20 per ton quoted. 

CHALK.—While arrivals of chalk re- 
cently were better than previously, yet 
there is no assurance that receipts will 
come in regularly, and during the pres- 
ent week no arrivals were reported. 
There is still an urgent demand for 
stocks and consumers are poorly sup- 
plied. Ocean freights are high diffi- 
culties in getting material on board 
ships at primary points contribute to 
the uncertainty of the situation. It is 
rumored that some grinders of chalk 
are trying to make connections in the 
primary markets by which they will 
import their own supplies. It is diffi- 
cult to confirm this, but developments 


in the market will be watched with 
interest. 
CHINA CLAY.—There is good in- 


terest in foreign grades of foreign clay 
but difficulties in getting permits to 
ship to this country have held up ship- 
ments and caused delays which have 
added to the stringency of the local 
situation. Domestic clay is moving in 
a normal way with prices at $7.50@9 
per ton. A report from England says 
that the china clay trade is rather bet- 
ter, though the production is consid- 
erably decreased, and a good number 
of men are engaged on government 
work elsewhere. 

LITHOPONE.—There is a scarcity of 
spot offerings and this is the feature 
of the market. Sellers are taking care 


of their contracts, but most of them 
are out of the market as far as new 
business is concerned, Foreign grades 
are also in limited supply and only 
small amounts have been noted as 
coming into this market. Offers are 


hedged around and are subject to pre- 





vious sale. A quotation of 8%c. per 
pound for foreign lithopone was heard 
this week.

Daniel Stewart went to Indianapolis in 
1868 from Greensburg, where he had

owned, succeeding his father, a success- 
ful retail drug store. There, with Stephen 
Morgan and Thomas Barry, he succeeded 
to the business which had been conducted 
on Washington street by William Hanne- 
man since 1840. That was the _ real be- 
ginning of the Daniel Stewart Company, 
the firm at that time being known as 
Stewart and Morgan. In 1876 Mr. Morgan 
withdrew, and until January 1, 1883, the 
business was conducted as Stewart & 

Barry. Mr. Barry then withdrew and 
the business was conducted under the 
name of Daniel Stewart until January 
1, 1906. Mr. Stewart's death occurred 
meanwhile, on February 1892, and on 
January 1, 196, the business was pur- 
chased by a partnership under the name 
if the Daniel Stewart Company, John N. 
Carey and William Scott being the man- 
aging partners. Mr. Carey withdrew in 
October, 1908, the corporation being 
thereafter reorganized, with M1 Scott 
as president, as he has been ever since 

The A. Kiefer Drug Company was 
founded by Augustus Kiefer, in 1863, and 
at the time of his death, March 1910, 
he was the oldest wholesale druggist in 
Indiana in point of years continuously 
engaged in the trade. Mr. Kiefer went 
to Indianapolis from Edinburg, Indiana, 
where he owned a retail drug store. Ar- 
riving there in 1863, he began in a small 
way to operate a drug business, exclu- 
sively wholesale, doing most of the work 
himseif—going out on the road for orders, 
pringing them in, filling them, shipping 
them and finally billing them. He first 
organized the wholesale drug house of 
Dailey, Kiefer & Rush, from which he 
retired in 1866 to form the firm of Kiefer 
& Vinton. After the death of Mr. Vinton 
in 1872, the interest of the heirs was pur- 
chased by Mr. Kiefer and the business 
continued under the name of A. Kiefer. 
Later this name was changed to A. 
Kiefer & Company, William H. Schmidt, 
one of his old employes. being made a 
member of the firm. Mr. Schmidt re- 
tired in 1893, and the business was incor- 
porated as the A. Kiefer Drug Company, 
wito Mr. Kiefer as President. 

After Mr. Kiefer’s death, March 5, 1910, 
the business was continued under the 
same name, with G. Barret Moxley as 
president, and surrounded by men who 
had been associated with Mr. Kiefer in 
the business for many years. 











Alcoholic Beverages and the U. S. P. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Oct. 8, 1916. 


Although no official decision has been 
issued by the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, some discussion is in progress 
regarding the position Which alcoholic 
beverages will occupy in the list of drugs 
er drug commodities under the action 
which excluded alcohol from the United 
States Pharmacopeia. It is intimated 
that Commissioner Osborne has suggest- 
ed, in response to inquiries, and without 
making any decision on the subject, that 
the dropping of whiskey and brandy from 
the official list of medicines does not af- 
tect the situation with reference to their 
sale in drug stores. In commenting upon 
this statement todav. Dr. Wilev. who was

Governor Whitman has directed State 
Health Commissioner H. M. Biggs to in- 
vestigate complaints of residents along 
Riverside Drive, New York city, that dis- 
agreeable odors and poisonous vapors are 
blown across the Hudson River from the 
vil, soap and chemical plants located at 
Edgewater, N. J. The West End Associa- 
tion is said to have brought the subject 
to the attention of the Governor. 

Dr Haven Emerson, sanitary superin- 
tendent of the New York city Depart- 
ment of Health, said that his department 
Is prepared to go ahead with a scientific 
investigation to determine the causes of 


the disagreeable gases. “The State 
Health Departments of both New York 
and New Jersey,’ said Dr Emerson, 


“have asked the city department whether 
It would be willing to co-operate, with 
hem in determining the origin of the 
fumes, and we have assured them that 
we would, but we have received no defi- 
nite proposal or plan from either of 
them.”’ ;

Manufacture of Cream Tartar. 
By DR. OTTO BEST,

POASTING PROCESS OF EXTRACTING 
CREAM TARTAR 

We now come to the latest process, the 
so-called “roasting process." 

Argols or lees are roasted at a tempera- 
ture above the decomposition point of al- 
bumin, organic coloring matter, etc., but 
below the decomposition point of cream 
tartar and calcium tartrate This .em- 
perature is around 150 degrees C. 

The effect of this roasting is marvelous! 
While argols and lees, when extracted 
without roasting, are practically unfilter- 
able, just a few dark coiored drops pass- 
ing through the filter cloudy, after roast- 
ing the solution passes the filter almost 
like water, the filtered solution is abso- 
lutely clear, and of light straw yellow 
color. 

The roasting is, therefore, not only for 
the purpose of an increased filtration, but 
is a great purifying process as well. The 
mother liquors from the roasted goods 
‘an be used over again much longer than 
rom unroasted goods. 

DIFFERENCE OF ROASTING AND HIGH 
PRESSURE PROCESS. 

You will note the big difference between 
the two processes which aimed at filter- 
ing :—Tihe lirst process, cooking under 
pressure, increases the coloring and ex- 


truct matter, going into the mothe 
liauers, and causes big losses on tartrates, 
besides large: technical difficulties. 

rhe econd process, dry roasting, im- 


proves the mother liquors by decreasin« 
extract and coloring matter, is carried out 
without any ioss on tartrates (1 refer here 
to losses due to this roasting), as experi-

After roasting, the raw material is 
ground coarsely, and extracted in wooden 
vessels with agitators. Boiling is avoided 
The charge is now filtered through bronze 
filter-presses into copper’ crystallizers. 
and allowed to crystallize for four to five 
days. The filtration is very rapid 

With a pressure not to exceed 53) to 60 
sunds, 24,000 gallons could easily be fil- 
ered within about three hours without 
leaning a filter-press. Whoever has tried

residual mud an acid treatment, or send 
it to the acid department. It is suffi- 
ciently low in tartrates to be discharged 
lt still contains some phosphates, nitro- 


gen, potash, and can, therefore, be dried 
and used as a filler for fertilizer. 

Another great advantage of this process 
is, that the saturation of the solution can 








be much higher than with the settling 
process rhe saturation can be brought 
up tc 6 per cent. (with the settling process 
about Sty per cent.), as we need not to 
settle, nor depend on large crystals. as 
the cream tartar erystals are free from 


inechanical impurities. This, naturally, 
cheapens installation and manufacture. 

FIRST (OR BROWN) CRYSTALS FROM 

ROASTING PROCESS. 

The brown crystals test about 90 to 92 
per cent. in cream tartar The rest is 
caiclum tartrate, as mentioned in the 
description of the previous process. The 
calcium tartrate crystals are usually yel- 
low, and adhere to the edges and corners 
of the cream tartar crystals, as thev 
crystallize out, after the cream tartar is 
practically crystallized out. 

They can clearly be distinguished from 
one another as the cream tartar crys- 
tals have sharp edges and corners and 
are transparent, while calcium tartrate 
crystals look amorphous, are not trans- 
parent, and are usually uniformly colored 
through a trace of iron. If free of iron. 
they are white, but not transparent.

and the mother liquor contained now 
about one part cream tartar and two 
parts caicium tartrate. 

These are average figures from practice, 
and change according to concentration 
of hydrochloric acid and temperature; 
but mainly with the size of calcium 
tartrate, which varies considerably. 

“As will be seen, time is the essential 
factor of this reaction. These figures 
were obtained when no agitation or stir- 
ring was applied. 

Comparative figures, under 
stirring for a tomparatively short time 
say one-half to one hour, demonstrated 
that the amount of cream tartar in solu- 
tion, and the amount of hydrochloric 
avid, were both much larger in the latter 
than in the former case. 

in a previous chapter I mentioned that 
the manufacture of tartaric acid in this 
country was, more or less, considered a 
necessary evil. Since the hydrochloric 
acid solution of tartrates can only be 
worked into tartaric acid, it is important 
that as little as possible of the cream 
tartar is dissolved by the hydrochloric

acid. Long standing with hydrochloric 
acid dissolves comparatively little cream 
tartar. More cream tartar can be pre- 


cipitated from this hydrochloric acid solu- 
tion by partial neutralization of the ex- 
hydrochloric acid. 

The brown cream tartar crystals 
treated with hydrochlorie acid are

In fact, offers 
were made on car lots at _ tibes 
below 56c., but only one crusher was 
reported to have shaded that price. 


Quotations refer to spot oil and to de- 
livery over the next month or two. 
There is no call for futures and for- 
ward positions are nominal. The ten- 
dency of both the buying and selling 
ends of the trade seems to be to await 
developments in seed markets and the 
atter are slow in developing. The fol- 
lowing table of prices shows that for- 
eign oil markets made net gains in 
price during the week. 

Cash seed at Duluth closed last Sat- 
urday at $1.81, and the close yesterday 
was $1.82%. This would not indicate 
any material change, but on Wednes- 
day the close was at $1.87, and the mar- 
ket was in a fluctuating position for the 
greater part of the time. Stocks of 
old seed are reduced to a small point, 
and the new crop has not reached the 
market in a way to offer relief. The 
scarcity of offerings, therefore, has 
been the principal factor in advancing 
values. Cables from Buenos Aires 
show that Argentine seed is still mov- 
ing freely to this country. Total Ar- 
gentine shipments this week were §71,- 
700 bushels, of which 549,000 bushels 
were destined for the United States. 
The shipping of Argentine seed at a 
time when our crop is ready to mar- 
ket is an unusual factor and illustrates 
the comparative cheapness of this seed 
for consumption along the seaboard. 
The Winnipeg market moved in sym- 
pathy with Duluth during the week. 
On Thursday, the official report for the 
month of September was issued, and 
condition as of October 1 was given at 
84.5 per cent. Total yield is estimated 
at 17,655,000 bushels, and yield per acre 
at 9.4 bushels. Reports on the West- 
ern, Canadian and Buenos Aires seed 
markets from our own correspondents 
will be found on page 12.

Advances of magnitude have been re- 
ecrded in the prices of cottonseed oil 
during the interval. Buying orders ag- 
gregating enormous proportions have 
been executed and values have respond- 
ea to the active extent of demand. The 
repid advances made in this market of 
late have attracted attention from all 
parts-of the country, and commission 
houses and brokers have experienced 
the greatest business in years with 
speculative orders. It is stated that 
many Wall Street operators who have 
made big profits are now interested in 
cottonseed oil and the same is also re- 
ported about operators in the cotton 
market. While experienced traders are 
not convinced that an advance at the 
beginning of the season is the best 
thing for the market, there has been 
nce selling sufficient to check the up- 
ward movement, and it begins to look 
as though consumers will pay relatively 
high prices for their oil this year.

LARD, TALLOW, STEARINE AND

Lard. 


Increased buying interest has been 
manifested in this market during the 
last week, and prices have advanced 
sharply all around. A better cash de- 
mand is reported in the West, and it 





is asserted that speculative buying of 
the future shipments is showing ap- 
preciable expansion. Compound lard 
has advanced under the strength of 
cottonseed oil, but business is reported 
slow on account of the relatively low 
prices of lard. At the close, Middle 
West lard was held at 9c. and city at 
9@9%c. Compound lard was quoted 
8% @9e. 


CHICAGO LARD MARKET. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, Oct. 7, 1915. 


Conditions surréunding the lard market 
were more favorable to the bulls during the 
past week. All options shared in the im- 
proved business but the January future 
seemed the favurite for those who are play- 
ing for a long puil. The gains recorded in 
October and November, however, were 
greater, the former finishing the week at 
$9.15, compared with 38.20 last week. a gain 
of 95c. for the week. Longs in the January 
future met with more opposition, however, 
as that option showed a gain of only 65c., 
finishing the week at $9.30. The principal 
factor which enabled longs to bid the mar- 
ket to higher levels was a reported improved 
demand for the cash product on both do- 
mestic and export account. Another factor 
was that packers here and elsewhere are 
noi killing enough hogs to fill their re- 
quirements, and consequently have been 
forced to buy both tierced and loose lard 
during the past few weeks. Confirmation of 
the inability of packers to produce enough 
lard to meet the demand was also offered. 
This was in the shape of the monthly re- 
port on stocks of lard in Thicago warehouses. 
The stock of lard at Chicago showed a re- 
duction of 25,981 tierces for the month of 
September, holiings on October 1 being 
placed at 240,932 tierces, as compared with 
stocks on September 1 of 266,913 tierces 
The present supply, however, is greatly in 
excess of the amount held in the same posi- 
tions a year ago, the quantity of lard in 
warehouses at Chicago on October 1, 1914, 
being 121,497 tierces. The action of the grain 
markets. which were active and sharply 
higher, proved of some assistance in the 
advancement of not only lard values, but 
of other hog products as well. Exporters 
were in the markets at Chicago on a larger 
scale, but rumors of sales of certain amounts 
of lard to go abroad lacked confirmation in 
many instances; Clearances for foreign 
shores were only slightly larger than the 
previous week, being reported at 6,089,000 
pounds, compared with 6,068,000 pounds 
the previous week, and 4,006,090 pounds for 
the corresponding week last year. Domestic 
inquiry was larger and of a better character. 
Round lots of regular prime steam lard were 
quoted at the close of the week at the 
October ptice, or $9.15. Moderate supplies 
of loose iard met with a good demand and 
were quoted at 20c, under October. Leaf 
lard was in light offering and demand 
urgent. Finished the week at $9.75. 
Neutral was in comparatively good supply, 
with a fair inquiry. Prices ruled steady at 
$10.87%4@11 for No. 1, and $10@10.12% for 
No. 2.

OTHER VEGETABLE OILS. 


CHINA WOOD OIL.—One of the fea- 
tures of the week was the report that 
stocks had come to the local market on 
coastwise shipment. The oil is reported 
to have come from San Francisco. This 
illustrates the difficulty in securing di- 
rect shipments from China. The scar- 
city of tonnage is one of the prime mar- 
ket factors and an active consuming 
demand would strengthen prices. While 
some sellers have had trouble in secur- 
ing supplies, offers are rather free and 
market quotations are 6%@7%4c. per 
pound. 

COCOANUT OILS.—The feature dur- 
ing the week was the announcement 
from Ceylon to the effect that the gov- 
ernment had imposed an export duty 
of £1 per ton on cocoanut oil, for the 
purpose of raising revenue with which 
to meet the deficit caused by the war. 
The duty went into effect on October 
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2, according to private cables. This 
unsettled the market, and at the close 
of the week prices were strong and 
more or less nominal. London cabled 
the market for Ceylon oil for ship- 
hent at £38 10s. @ £39 per ton, nomi- 
nal, which compared with £38 per ton 
a week ago. Spot Ceylon oil sold in 
New York for 9c. per pound, and at 
the close of the week some holders 
were asking 9%c. per pound. On for- 
ward shipments the market was nomi- 
nally quoted at 9@9\4c. per pound. The 
demand for Ceylon oil was moderate, but 
there was a good inquiry for domestic 
and Manila oil. It was reported that 
the Pacific coast mills did a fair busi- 
ness in prompt and forward shipment 
at prices ranging from 8c. to 8%4c. per 
pound, f. o. b. San Francisco, the high 
figure ruling at the close. Manila oil 
sold early in the week at 85c, but at 
the close these interests had nothing 
to offer. Prime Cochin oil was firmer, 
but quotably unchanged at 10%@IIc. 
per pound spot, and 9%@10c. for 
prompt and nearby shipment from the 
East. Importations of copra into the 
United States for the seven months 
ending with July, according to official 
statistcs, amounted to 65,832,920 pounds, 
which compares with 25,656,210 pounds 
for the corresponding period in 1914, 
and 11,115,784 pounds in 1913. Imports 
of copra for July amounted to 10,448,- 
749 pounds, against 742,202 pounds in 
July a year ago. 

CORN OIL.—Leading producers are 
said to be well sold up, and from all 
reports the independent operators also 
are in no position to make free offers, 
with the result that the market closes 
in a firm position. Refiners are tak- 
ing the bulk of the output, but other 
consumers have purchased fair quan- 
tities. At the close the market for 
crude corn oil was nominal at $6.50 
per 100 pounds for car-lots, with tanks 
at $6.05. Export trade in refined oil 
was fair and with cottonseed oil 
strong, the market was firm. Car-lots 
closed the week at $7.25 per 100 pounds, 
ex-dock, in cooperage, an advance of 
10c. compared with the previous quo- 
tation. 


OLIVE OIL.—The market closed 
with the undertone firm, reflecting the 
strength of the foreign situation. 


There was a better inquiry for prime 
green foots, and business was noted 
on the basis of 8c. per pound, which 
was the nominal quotation at the 


close. Denatured olive oil closed at 
86@88ce. per gallon, as to acidity and 
seller. Imports of denatured oilve oil 


for the seven months ending with July 


amounted to 491,802 gallons, against 
593,921 gallons for the same period a 


year ago. Imports of foots for the 
seven months ending with July were 
9,054,356 pounds, against 8,189,240 
pounds for the corresponding period 
last year, and 6,690,721 pounds in 1913. 

PALM OIL.—Liverpool reports 
firmer market for all grades, but ac- 
tual price changes have been narrow.

The strength was in sympathy with 
kindred articles, and not to any ap- 
preciable increase in business. Im- 


porters here report the market as 
firm, Lagos oil holding at 6%@7c. per 
pound, spot delivery, with forward 
shipments at 6%c. Prime red oil on 
the spot closed at 6%@6%c., with fu- 
tures at 6%@6%c. per pound. Trading 
in palm oils in the local market was 
rather quiet. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—Foreign sell- 
ers have advanced their views some- 
what, in sympathy with the general 
upward tendency of vegetable oils. 
Offerings, however, were quite liberal, 
with English mills apparently anxious 
to take on distant contracts at pre- 
vailing prices. Palm kernel oil for 
prompt or forward shipment from 
Liverpool was offered at 8%c. per 
pound, c. i. f. New York, which com- 
pares with 8%c. a week ago. Spot 
trading in this material was quite and 
prices were merely nominal at 8%@9c. 
per pound. 

PEANUT OIL.—Business in the 
soap-grades of peanut oil was dull, 


but, with offerings light, prices were 
well maintained. Foreign markets 


were firm in sympathy with kernels. 
Soap grades were offered in the local 
market at prices ranging from 55 to 
70c. per gallon. Edible peanut oil 
was nominally quoted at 80@85c. per 
gallon, as to quality. 

RAPESEED OIL.—With offerings of 
seed from India scanty the foreign 
markets for oil ruled firm throughout 
the week. Prices here were strong un- 
der a fair demand and limited spot 
stocks. Importers were asking from 
77 to 79c. per gallon for refined, and 
from 81 to 83c. for the blown. On for- 
ward shipments prices were virtually 
on a parity with the spot market. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—It was reported 
that soap makers were liberal buyers 
of cased oil for forward delivery. Dur- 
ing the past two weeks as much as 50,- 
000 cases changed hands at prices rang- 
ing from 5.40c. to 5.90c. per pound, 
March-April-May shipment. At the 
close of the week the forward quota- 
tion for cased oil was 5.87%c. per 
pound. Spot trading was moderate in 
volume, prices ranging from 6 to 6%c. 
per pound, in barrels. The strength of 
cottonseed and corn oils was a bullish 
factor. Hull reports a better demand 
for soya bean oil, the market closing 
at 25s, 6d. per cwt., bulk basis, against 
24s. 6d. a week ago.

ANIMAL AND FISH OILS, 


COD OIL.—There was a good inquiry 
for Newfoundland cod oil and, with 
offerings limited, prices ruled firm in 
all quarters. The stocks at Newfound- 
land markets, according to reports, are 
well sold up. Dealers quote the mar- 
ket at 47@49c. per gallon for spot oil, 


with futures nominally held at 45%@ 
46c. Domestic cod oil closed at 44@45c. 
per gallon. While the inquiry was 
good, actual business done was light 
in volume, owing to the high prices 
prevailing. 

DEGRAS.—The market closed firm, 
but unchanged. There was a fair de- 
mand for the ordinary grades, and 
with foreign markets strong, quota- 
tions were repeated at 6'44@7c. per 
pound. Sales of high grade English 


degras were noted at 7c. Strictly neu- 
tral degras is practically unobtainable 
and prices are nominal, ranging from 
60c to 75c per pound. By guaranteed 
neutral degras the trade understands 
that the product is either the German 
or Belgium article. So-called neutral 
degras is available at prices ranging 
from 10c. to 15c. 

LARD OIL.—A sharp uplift in the 
market for raw materials brought out 
a firmer tone in all grades of lard oil. 
There was a better demand from do- 
mestic consumers, with export trade 
about normal. Prime lard oil closed 
the week at 86@88c. per gallon, with 
off prime at 67@70c., and extra No. 1 
at 62@64c. No. 1 lard oil at 54@5é6c., 
with the No. 2 at 52@53c. 

Chicago, Gct. 7, 1915. 
Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 
The strength in the lard market had th» 

effect of causing a firmer feeling to pervade 
the market for lard oil at Chicago, but aside 
from this improvement in the feeling there 
was no change in the general situation. 
Quotations:—Prime lard oil, 82c. a gallon; 
extra, 65c a gallon; No, 1, 60c. a gallon; 
No. 2, a gallon, 

MENHADEN OIL. — Offerings of 
crude menhaden oil were meager and 
the market at the close of the week 
was wholly nominal. Southern holders 
were asking from 38 to 40c. per gal- 
lon, according to reports, but there was 
no business at these figures. Northern 
factories have been closed for the sea- 
son, and advices from the Chesapeake 


Fon 
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Bay district indicate that about one- 
half of the boats have been withdrawn 
from active participation in the fishing. 
Fishing last week was very poor, ow- 
ing to the unfavorable weather. The 
strength in crude brought out a strong 
market for pressed oils. The demand 
for pressed oils was described as rou- 
tine only, but practically all dealers 
were asking higher prices. At the close 
the market for brown strained men- 
haden oil ranged from 40 to 41c.; light 
strained, 41@48c; yellow bleached, 48@ 
44c.; white bleached, 45@46c. per gallon. 

According to information from Heathville, 
Va., the menhaden season, which closes in 
November, has been one of the poorest in the 
history of the business, and most of the fac- 
tories on Chesapeake Bay and tributaries seem 
certain to lose considerable money. A number 
of the steamers were cut out some weeks ago 
because they were being operated at a loss, 
without much prospect of getting a chance to 
recoup themselves. This once profitable busi- 
ness has failed to pay dividends for several 
years and the state of the industry is keenly 
affecting the conditions in the section where 
the fish factories are located. The weather 
the latter part of September and the begin- 
ning of October was cold and unfavorable for 
fishing. 


NEATSFOOT OIL.—The market pre- 
sented a firmer appearance at the close, 
reflecting the strength in raw materials. 
There was a seasonable jobbing demand, 


but trading in round lots was quiet. 
Dealers quote:—92@94c. for the 20-de- 
gree cold test, 86@88c. for the 30-de-

Conditions in the mid-continent field 
have undergone no important change 
during the week. Our correspondent 
describes the situation as “a sort of 
working out effect of a general recon- 
struction development.’ The underly- 
ing conditions are regarded as sound, 
and an optimistic tone prevails. The 
events in the Cushing field are reported 
more or less routine. The best of late 


completions was a _ well starting at 
3,600 barrels a day. Important test 
operations are in progress with the 


view of determining the possibilities 
of a rich Bartlesville production in the 
outlying sections. The Healdton pool 
continues to forge ahead as the leading 
development of the mid-continent field.

Good wells have been reported in the 
Okmulgee district. The recent explo- 
sion at Ardmore which resulted in a 
number of fatalities, is now attributed

REFINED PRODUCTS. 

The gasoline situation holds the

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NEW PLANT FOR WHITE OAK OIL BARRELS 
JUST COMPLETED 


Several years ago a severe fire destroyed our 
Barrel Factory at Bayonne, New Jersey. 

Immediately our engineers set to work to design 
the most efficient plant that could be built for the manu- 
facture of tight packages of all kinds and sizes.

More attention is being 
drawn to. the western section of that State, 
as the possibilities of small congested pools 
where shallow oi! is found attracts more at- 
tention at this time. Indiana is rather quiet 
for the possibilities the State has, for it is 
almost a certainty that the south half of the 
State is rich in oil. Ft will take a series of 
test wells to locate the pools, but it would no 
doubt be a paying proposition. The eastern 
section of the State that one time was one 
of the leading oil fields of the country is now 
very quiet, the bulk of the work being done 
in the western section, around Vincennes, Oak- 
land City, Sullivan and Princeton. 
Northwestern Ohio appears to be a back 
number, and no new territory is being added 
to the od field, and lease owners content 
themselves with drilling old territory over and 
over again, with fairly good results. Central 
Ohio is the mecea of the gas people, and won- 
derful gas wells are being brought in from 
day to day and a sufficient supply is warranted 
for the many trunk gas lines reaching out from 
both the Central Ohio and West Virginia fields, 


the two leading gas fields of the high- 
grade fields. Kentucky is more quiet than for 
years, as very little is being accomplished. 


The development of Tennessee has not as yet 
gone far enough to show whether the Oneida 


field in Scott county will amount to much or 
not. 

There are few sections in the high-grade 
fields that are attracting attention. Oil men 
are active if they are not doing much drill- 
ing. as they are busy in fixing up the old 
pumpers and putting them in shape to make 
then: produce a little more during the winter 
season. 

Pennsylvania Fields. 

Allegheny county is the leading attraction 














in the old fields of Pennsylvania, with Dorsey 
ville as the center. It is remarkable how this 
rich streak of oil territory was overlooked for 
the many years that development work has 
been done in the vicinity. This same territory 
has been leased and released and every time 
was handed back to the land owners, as dry 
holes had been found on all sides of what is 
now the best producing poo! in the State. The 


as the east and west di- 
rections are concerned, but there 1s a strip over 
two miles long north and south that has not 
been condemned, and there are great possibili- 
ties of other good producers being drilled in. 
The trade is not losing any time rn getting in 
their rigs and starting wells. The wells show 
phenomenal staying qualities. The National 
Oil and Gas Company’s well on the Robinson 
tract is still holding at 200 barrels a day. The 
American Natural Gas Company’s well on the 
Haas tract is holding at seventy-five barrels, 
as is Walley & Co.’s second well on the Mason 
tract.

county. Beaver county is getting more quiet 
from day to day, and for years has been one 
of the active counties for development work. 
Duff City has a little new work under way, and 
West View shows a litt!e improvement. In the 
Dorseyville district, of Allegheny county, Wal- 
ley & Co. have a new well drilling on the 'Mc- 
Farland tract, located north from the good 
well on the Haas tract, and they are drilling 
a second test on the Jeanette McCorkle tract. 

Some years ago a gas well was drilled on 
the Elliott estate at Hallton, along the Clarion 
River, and proved very light when drilled in. 
The lease was secured by the McDade inter- 
ests and has just been drilled 300 feet deeper 
with good results, as the well is now produc- 
ing 1,000,000 cubic feet of natural gas daily. 
The well was drilled from a depth of 2,500 
to 2,800 feet. This well may mean the devel- 
opment of other properties close by. Just 
across the Clarion River from this gas well 
the Shanley Brothers, of Ridgeway, own a 
large farm which has never been drilled for 


gas, and being so well located may develop 
fmto a rich gas farm, anyway the owners 
expect to give it a thorough test in the near 
future.

main, in the Big Sandy River Valley close 
to the Kentucky line, also to the extreme 
southwestern corner. At this time the atten- 
tion is attracted to any territory that shows 
a shallow pay sand worth going after, There 
are possibilities of some good wells being 
found in portions of Wetzel county, although 
the main stem in the drilling wheel is cen-

ILLINOIS PETROLEUM REPORT. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Robinson, Ill, Oct. 7, 1915. 


A review of the Illinois petroleum fields for 
the week shows a heavy falling off in the 
number of wells finished, while in dry holes 
and gas wells the number was the same. 
The production shows a decline of 265 barrels. 
Ia the shallow sand fields around Casey, in 
Clark county, the advance in the price of oii 
failed to increase operations, and the work is 
confined to a few spots with nothing promis- 
ing in silght. It hardly pays to drill inside 
locations that were left when the rush was 
on, as the producing sand shows clearly 
that it is being rapidly drained of its oil. 
Production or daily average is gradually on 
the down side, and the well owners may 
never be able to bring the production back to 
anywhere near what it has been for the past 
few years This shallow sand pool has been 
a regular mecca for the oil trade, as the cost 
of work is little or nothing, but the past ten 
seasons have shown that the sand does not 
hold up as was expected. Wells have been 
drilled outside of the defined limits, but show 
nothing and the trade is wondering where to 
turn t> increase the daily income. The deep 
sand fields of Lawrence county fail to show 
any improvement, and are at the lowest ebb 
for any time during the past seven years. 
Late wells are small compared to those fin- 
ished a few years ago, when hardly a week 
passed but a few egushers were brought in. 
Today there is nothing like a gusher being 
found in the entire county. 

In the extreme western section of the State 
and southeast from East St. Louis the Ohio 
Oil Company drilled a dry hole in a test on 
the Seifert tract, in St. Clair county, and near 
the town of Fallon, but is not discouraged and 
is starting another test on the Hamill tract 
in the same field. In the Woodstock district 
in Schuyler county the same company’s test 
on the §. S. Smith tract was also a duster, 
and another venture is being made on the 
Seott tract, same field, and the Indian Re- 
fining Company is making a test in this field 
on the Luthy tract. In the Huntsville dis- 
trict, same county, the Ohio Oil Company is 
doing some wildcat work in a well on the 
Cramer tract, and Greenleaf & Dean are do 
ing the same thing on the Cordin tract, near 
Birmingham. 








The Plymouth field, in McDonough county, 
is among the best-looking fields at this time. 
The Robinson field is doing but little outside 
of the Honey Creek district, where some test 
wells are drilling.

MID-CONTINENT OIL REPORT. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Independence, Kan., Oct. 5, 1915. 


The mid-continent field seems to have settled 
down to a period of evolution. Events of late 
have had a sort of ‘‘working out’’ effect of a 
general reconstruction development. Sales are 
taking place of producing properties to make 
possible the future of independent refiners; ad- 
vances are being made in the price of gasoline 
to give a future to jobber; no new fields or 
pools are being found to postpone further ad- 
vances in the price of crude for the benefit of 
producers; everything seems to be working 
out the general welfare of the _ various

branches of the business. The price of crude 
has advanced 100 per cent. and the producer 
is in good shape for the winter; while the 
erude price has jumped the refiner has had 
enough contracts made when the price of 
crude was down to ‘‘save his life,’’ and the 
jobber has had sufficient arrangements with 
the refiner for supply at low rates to enable 
him to break even, The high prices in both 
cases have been equalized by these time con- 
tracts. It is safe to say that those concerns 
well organized and carefully managed will all 
pull through in good shape. There are some 
who want to be reaping topnotch prices all 
the time, but they are in the minority and 
most of the fraternity are taking the situation 


philosophically and working their way out. 

DYNAMITE MAY HAVE CAUSED THE 
ARDMORE EXPLOSION. 

The explosion of gasoline at Ardmore was 

one of the worst catastrophies this field has 

ever known. But it must be borne in mind 


that the explosion was not of straight run gas 
oline, but of casinghead gasoline and under 
exceptional conditions. It is the concensus of 
opinion that it was caused by fumes from a 
tank car of very high gravity casinghead gas- 
oline which in some manner communicated 
with fire. It is claimed the greatest damage 
was done by the explosion of dynamite in an- 
other car. It is noteworthy that several thou- 
sand gallons of gasoline were found in a por- 
tion of the car still intact after the explosion. 
Several cities have taken steps to make dif- 
ficult the shipment of gasoline. This is a mat- 


ter which should receive most careful consid- 
eration. There has not been, to the best in- 
formation at hand, a single great accident 
directly through gasoline. A few years ago 


dynamite in a box car exploded and some tank 
cars of gasoline were thus blown up, but the 
accident was not primarily the fault of gaso- 
line; and the same may be said of the acci- 
dent at Healdton. There are sufficient regu- 
lations covering the handling of gasoline now 
if they are observed. This was true at Heald- 
ton. If the car had been moved to a side 
track, as had been requested there prob- 
ably would have been less and possibly no 
damage to property or loss of life. There is a 
vast difference between regular gasoline and 
casinghead gasoline.

Recent Events at Cushing. 


There is considerable routine to events in 
the Cushing pool since the floodhead went off. 
A new refinery has been built at Pemeta; an- 
other is building at Yale, and now and then 
a fair-sized well is brought in. Edge wells 
are being drilled and extensions apparently 
started. A large amount of work is being done 
south of the pool in the Fox district, and 
quite a considerable work is going on north- 
east of Cushing, where a greater thickness of 
sand is being found. 

No exceptionally large wells have been com- 
pleted in the Cushing district the past week. 
One of the largest was the Clover Leaf Oil 
Company's No. 7 in 7-18-7 river bed, which 
started at 3,600 barrels. No. 7 was good for 


only 725 barrels. The McMan Oil Company’s 
No. 22 on the Vida Way farm in 17-187 was 


reported at 2,000 barrels from the Tucker sand. 


c. B. Shaffer exploded the thirteenth bugaboo 
when he drilled in his No. 13 on the Walker 
farm for a 2,700-barrel producer. John H. 
Markham, Jr., is drilling a Skinner sand well 
in the northeast extension. The hole filled up 
when the sand was tapped and gives evi- 
dence of being a large producer. A nearby 


well started at nearly 3,000 barrels a day. In 
the north direction some very good wells are 
being found, and it looks as if the trend in 
that direction would prove mighty profitable 
Among those drilling are Lusher Bros., C. B. 
Shaffer, Fortuna Oil Company, Charles Schoen- 


feldt, New England Oil Co., Roxanna Petro- 
leum Co., Home Gas Co., and the Oklahoma 


The latter got a 12,000,000 
foot gas well in 24-18-5. Schoenfeldt reports 
a 100-barrel producer on the George Reynolds 
farm in 25-21-8. Curtis, Akin & Co. have 
completed their No. 8 on the Susi Crow in 4- 
18-7 and have a 100-barrel producer. The 
Producers’ Oil Co. has completed several wells 
up in 16-17-7, ranging from 200 to 500 bar- 
rels each, and is now drilling two or three 
other wells. The Carter Oil Co. has drilled 
in four or five wells in 818-7 and 14-18-7, and 
reports producers ranging from 125 to 400 
barrels. The Corsicana Petroleum Co. is dril’- 
ing a test in 7-19-6. A couple of small wells 
had previously been drilled in this territory, 
and it is believed that conditions are very 
encouraging for some big Bartlesville sand 
wells when the right spot has been tested. 

In the Fox spur to the south of the Cushing 
pool nothing of importance has been reported 
the past few days. The usual number of wells 
is drilling. There are about twenty-two strings 
of tools operating in this part of the field. 
The McMan Oil Company is shutting off the 
gas in a well in 4-16-17 by the mud process 
under the direction of government employes. 

In Creek county, but down near Kelleyville, 
Parker & Chamberlin have drilled in a well 
good for 100 barrels on the Legus Brown farm 
in 5-16-11. The sand was encountered at 1,835 
feet. Robinson & Kaester have a well on the 
Folsom farm in the same section which is 
good for forty-five barrels a day. 

The Prairie Oil and Gas Company drilled its 
initial well on the Isaac Wachoche in 20-18-7 
and reports a sixty-barrel an hour gusher. 
It first came in a big gasser in the Wheeler 
sand and was drilled deeper. 


In the Far South. 


The Healdton pool continues to grow in pub- 
lic attention. More activity is recorded in 
that part of the field now than in any other 
district in the State of Oklahoma. There is 
every indication that within a few months all 
of the production of that famous district will 
be moving. It will be recalled that a few 
months ago the government made a test of 
wells in that territory and reported that the 
production of Healdton was approximately 
80,000 barrels a day. Inasmuch as the wel's 
had been shut in for months previous to this 
test and inasmuch also as the wells were only 
allowed to produce a few days, it is safe to 
say this estimate is from 50 to 100 per cent. 
higher. But since the territory has only been 
scratched over and hundreds of locations are 
yet to be drilled, it is quite evident that the 
output of Healdton will be much greater at 
the end of the coming year than it is now, 
for it must be taken into consideration that 
the wells in Healdton do not go off and are 
not like'y to go off on operation as they have 
in other pools, because of the unusual amount 
of producing sand. Healdton wells run from 
90 to 300 feet of sand and no one knows what 
will yet be found under this formation. 

The Producers Refining Company has com- 
pleted its pipe line to Gainesville and hopes 
by the end of the present month to be taking 
about 10,000 barreis of crude a day. The com- 
pany is now contemplating the construction of 
storage tanks at both Healdton and Gaines- 
ville. The Magnolia Pipe Line Company is 
taking about 18,000 barrels a day and increas-

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We have recently established shops at Coffeyville, Kansas, for the maintenance, repair and rebuilding of Tank Cars -- 
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ing its pipe line capacity. It is understood 
the Texas company has under consideration 
the project of a pipe line from Healdton to 
its Texas refineries, and representatives of that 
company are now looking over the field with 
a view to such construction. It is also stated 
the Dutch Shel! Company will build a line 
from Healdton to the Gulf coast to take care 
of the large production it recently acquired in 
the purchase of the Samoset Oil Company and 
the Dundee Petroleum Company. There is also 
talk of a connection being made between the 
McMan Oil Company's line south and _ the 
Healdton pool. The Producers Refining Com- 
pany built its pipe line of eight-inch pipe in 
order that an extension from Gainesville south 
might be made in case certain interests should 
so desire, and it is understood there is a 
strong probability of such an extension 

The McMan Oil Company has arranged to 
build fifteen 55,000-barrel tanks. Skelly & 
Russell have contracted for seven 55,000-barrel 
tanks to be erected at once in the Healdton 
pool. They have rich production in section 
6-3-4. The Ardmore Refining Company is erect- 
ing several 55,000-barre] tanks, and a report is 
in circulation that the Roxanna Petroleum 
Company has purchased 360 acres just south 
of Joiner City, where a tank farm will be 
erected. 

There: are now 350 wells in the Healdton 
field and about 25 wells drilling. It is prob- 
able the actual production in the flie!d is from 
50,000 to 60,000 barrels a day. There is about 
185,000 barrels of oil in storage and about 
100,000 barrels in ponds. Thirty 55,000-barre! 
tanks have been erected in the field to date. 

The Producers’ refinery at Gainesville is par- 
tially completed; that is one end of it is en- 
tirely completed and an increased force of men 
is now at work in order to get the plant in 
operation at the earliest possible moment 
President Thwing has gone to Gainesvil'’e to 
push the work to completion as fast as pos- 
sible. 


There has been considerable comment upon 
the determination of the State Corporation 
Commission to require pro-rating of runs when 
the Producers’ Refinery Company at Gainesville 
is ready to begin taking oil. This order will 
probably pan out about the same as other or- 
ders of the corporation commission. It may be 
said with moré or less authority that the com- 
pany will pay no attention to any such or- 
ders, but that it will buy its oil where, when 
and of whom it wishes. 

In the matter of development it is interest- 
ing to note that the Roxanna Peroleum Com- 
pany, which recently purchased the Dundee 
Petroleum Company and the Samoset Oil Com- 
pany, -has let contracts for the drilling of 50 
wells. 

The Oklahoma Star Oil Company has com- 
pleted its initial well in 16-14-3, tapping the 
sand at 950 feet and finishing at 1,149 feet, 
the three sands within these figures aggre- 
gating 116 feet. The first streak of sand at 
960 feet showed a production of ™ barrels a 
day; the second streak, of 46 feet. showed 80 
barrels a day, and the third, of 31 feet, showed 
75 barrels a day. 

The Gunsberg & Foreman wel! on the Moyer 
leage in 6-4-3 had a showing of 500 barrels a 
day and still driiling. The Oklahoma Lease- 
hold Company, in 29-4-4, is drilling with water 
in the sand. Among others who are drilling 
at this time are Crosbie & Davis, the Humble- 
Gypsy, the Gypsy Oil Company, Robert 
Watchhorn, D. J. Lacy, Gunsberg & Foreman 
Roxanna Petroleum Company, the 1916 Oil 
Company and the McMan Oil Company.

not been entirely satisfactory. The second we'! 


drilled by McMahon on the Grayson farm, in 
21-14-14, is reported to be good for only fifteen 
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barrels a day, when a much better producer 
was expected Gunsberg & Foreman com- 
pleted their initial test on the Anna Harris 
farm, in 2-14-13, and got a dry hole. They are 
now drilling a test on the Oscar Morton farm 
in 10-14-15. 

Over in the Boynton district Neely & Lough- 
ner, in 14-14-16, are still getting ninety bar- 
rels an hour from their big well drilled a week 
or two ago. The Cameron well is making 100 
barrels an hour. Northwest, in 6-14-16, R. D. 


Donnelly has completed his No. 2 and it is 
only a ten-barrel well and seems to be on 
the extreme northwest edge of the pool. Haz- 
lett & Booth have completed their No. 8 on 
the Humphreys, just west of the Neely well, 
and it is making 200 barrels a day. Yet these 
people drilled several dry holes before they 
struck the pay trend. Just northwest of this, 
across the line, in section 10, Parker and as- 
socjates have drilled a test well on the Wade 
farm and it is a failure. Also in section 10 H. 
Arddizone, Osenbeck and others have finished 


their initial test on the John Peters, going to 
a depth of 1,900 feet, and also announce a 
fai‘ure. The Dalsa No. 2, on the G. Sango, 
also in 10-14-15, is a twenty-barrel well. The 
Dalsa Company has been one of the most suc- 
cessful producers in the Boynton povol. 


The Milner Wells Oil Company finished a test 
in the Glenn sand on the Neff farm, in 21-15- 
14. It is estimated to be good for 200 barrels 
a day. The Savoy Oil Company has completed 
and shot its first we'l on the Porter farm and 
it is also a 200-barrel well. Brunner & Bole 
have a 100-barrel well in the northwest corner 
of 20-14-16, on the extreme southwestern edge 
of the Boynton pool. The well was drilled to 
a depth of 1,730 feet. George Bole is a son 
of John Bole. of Pittsburgh, Pa., one of the 
well-known men in the Bastern oil tields. Tne 
senior Bole will be remembered by the opera- 
tors of the early eighties in Duke Center, Pa., 


and later on down the river to Pittsburgh. 
George ‘Bole made a fortune in the lIllinoie 
field and has been in this field for upwards 
of two years for something to get into. He 


has a brother Robert, in Los Angeles, Cal. 
Bradstreet and the Gypsy Oil Company cum- 
pleted their offset to the Neely we!'l in section 
14 and report a gusher making sixty barrels an 
hour and the sand only scratched The 
Tuxaway Oil Company has drilled in its 
second well on the George Brown farm, in 
7-18-11, northwest of Sapulpa, and got a 
forty-barre! producer. Development work 
has continued until Sepupa is practically 
surrounded with production. 


Among the Western Refineries. 


E. E, Schock, president and general munaget 
of the Indiahoma Refining Company, is in 
Bradford, Pa., closing a deal for the purchase 
ot the Cortez Oi] Company’s property in the 
Cushing field. The Cortez Oil Company has a 
production of about 1,500 barrels a day and 
has approximately 165,000 barrels of oi] in steel 
storage. Louls Emery, Jr., and associates, of 
Bradford, own the larger part of the Cortez Ou 
Company. This production will mean much to 
the Indiahoma Refining Company, as it will 
take care of a large portion of its crude needs 
for some time to come. The price has not 
been made public, but it was less than $200 a 
barrel. Refiners are stil making a strenuous 
e..0ort to protect themselves with future supply 
of crude of Bartlesville quality. 

[Independent refiners of the mid-continent 
field are keenly interested at this time in a 
process that will produce a larger percentage 
of gasoline from crude. At the present time 
about 23 per cent. of gasolin® and 25 per cent. 
of kerosene are reduced from Cushing crude. 
It had been hoped that satisfactory arrange- 
ments could be made with the government for 
the use of the Rittman process, but the sever- 
ity of the condifions laid down by the govern- 


ment and the incompleteness of the Rittman 
process made it impossible for the refiners in 
this field to attempt to employ this process to 
their needs. Various other processes have re- 
cently been inquired into, and it is believed 
the question has about been solved. It is 
stated a certain plant has put into operation a 
process that in many respects is superior to 
the Rittman process, and the mechanical ar- 
rangement of it has been carried to completion, 
eliminating the heavy losses sustained in the 
Rittman process and making a higher grade 
of both gasos.ne and kerosene. It is expected 
some action will be taken in the near future. 
Several refiners have expressed their determin- 
ation to put in plants that will convert 
naphtha, kerosene and gas oils into a synthetic 
crude from which 25 to 50 per cent. of gasoline 
of a high grade will be reduced. Uniess new 
high grade fields of crude are discovered, some 
such process as this will be necessary in order 
to meet the demand for gasoline the coming 
year. Such a process will serve two purposes: 
firs:, it will su~nly an urgent demand for ,aso- 
line, and, second, it will create an outlet for 
an over-supply of kerosene. 

Through the efforts of F. H. Thwing, presi- 
dent of the Ponca City and Gainesville re- 
fineries, the Colin Oil Company’s property in 
the Healdton pool has been sold to the Santa 
Fe Railway Company for $1,000,000 spot cash. 
The production amounts to about 7,000 barrels 
a day and is in the heart of the pool, the 
we'ls having from 90 to 200 feet of sand, and 
promising to be long-lived. There is also a 
strong suspicion that under this 1,000-foot for- 
mation will be found a deeper and richer sand 


later. At one time the property was offered 
at $600,000. Later the price was advanced to 
$1,200,000. Finally a deal was put through a 


few days ago for $1,000,000 cash. It is under- 
stood the production from this property will 
go to the Producers Refining Company at 
yainesville. It will be remembered that some 
time ago the Producers Refining Company con- 
tracted with producers at Healdton for about 
7,000 barrels of crude a day. At the same 
time it contracted with the Santa Fe Railway 
Company for the entire fuel output of the 
plant for a period of several years. The con- 
tract price to the refiners for crude and the 
Santa Fe Railway Company for fuel oil is 
fixed for a definite period of two years. 

The price of gasoline in tank car consign- 
ments in the mid-continent field now varies 
from %c. to 10c. a gallon. There has been no 
advance in the retail price on the part of 
independent jobbers since the last advance an- 
nounced by the Standard Oil Company. There 
is probability of an advance in the filling sta- 
tion price within the next week. Different 
jobbers feel that the refinery tank car price 
is so high and they are selling at such a loss 
that it is necessary for them to advance their 
price in order to break even. Up to this time 
every advance made by the jobbers has been 
fully absorbed by the necessary advances a'- 
ready made by the refiners. There is a dis- 
position, however, at this time on the part of 
the refiners to hold their present prices steady 
and give the jobber the same chance to pro- 
tect himself that has been accorded the re- 
finer. These comments are simply based upon 
conversation with different individuals and do 
not represent any concerted possible action on 
the part of either the refiners or the jobbers; 
but it has been noticeable of late that both 
the jobbers and the refiners are inclined to 
follow a general policy made necessary by the 
exigency of the case. 

A man named Amendt has taken charge of 
the old Sunflower refinery established and op- 
erated during the excitement days by Miss 
Koesmann at Niotaze, and will attempt to re- 
vive it. Several persons have tried to put this 
pant on its feet since Miss Koessmann re- 
tired, but have been unable to do so. First 
it was operated by the Miller Petroleum Com- 





pany, then by a coterie of young men from 
Chicago, later by Mr. Schock, and each has 
abandoned the enterprise because of the ex- 
pense of operation, 

Ayers & Co. are erecting a refinery at Yale. 
Rumor has it that all of the output of the 
plant will go to the Standard Oil Company 
and be shipped to Canada. 

The latest discovery in petroleum products 
is an automobile fuel which has not yet been 
placed on the market, but which is now termed 
a grease’ess naphtha. It has more ‘‘kick’’ 
and greater mileage than the ordinary gaso- 
line. The gravity is lower and go is also the 
boiling point. It is believed this product will 
g0 a long ways toward making up the deficit 
in gasoline supply. 

During the big storm which a few days ago 
Swept the Gulf coast, several storage tanks 
owned by the Export Oil Corporations and lo- 


cated at Avondale were badly damaged. They 
were unroofed and collapsed. The loss will 
aggregate between $20,000 and $30,000. The 


Union Petroleum Company has offered assist- 
ance to the Export Oil Corporation until its 
tanks can be restored. 


Various Field Notes. 


The Green River Oil

There were no exports of petroleum in 
bulk from this port during the past week, 
but manifests returned during that pe-

Dutch steamer Poeldyk, for Rotterdam, 
with 79,490 gallons of lubricating oil. 

The total bulk exports for the year thus 
far are 119,525,457 gallons, while during the

The Status of the Chemical Industries in the United 


States at the 


py. i, F. 

An address before the American Chemical 
1915 

When your chairman asked me to ad- 


dress you om the status of the chemical 
industries in the United States at the 
end of 1915, I considered the subject with 
much trepidation, and felt that if I tried 
to speak on this subject 1 would be fail- 
ing intu a teeming cauldron of trouble, 
as with conditions so abnormal as they 
are today, any one trying to describe 
these conditions as they are, and as they 


may be for the next year or more, is 
very likely to prove a false prophet. 
But, notwithstanding these conditions, I 
will do the best I can, and hope any- 
thing I may have to say will be of in- 
terest to you. 

Right after the beginning of the war 


there was an immediate demamd from all 
sides for products which had formerly 
been supplied from Europe, which were 
apt to be scarce as a result of the war, 
buyers attempting to secure as large sup- 
plies as possible in order to carry them 


thiough during this war, might it be 
long or short, and as a result the prices 
of European products immediately com- 
menced to advance, and finally reached 
the snost fabulous figures. Those of us 


connected with the lines of business deal- 
ing in these products then thought that 
ne more abnormal and exciting condi- 
tion could be _ possible. But, strange 
enough now, a year after the war, con- 
ditions are more exciting than ever, in 
that most of the European products 
which werg then procurable| in’ some 
quantity have practically disappeared, 
while the demand for them still con- 
tinues to a great extent, but is impos- 
sible to meet. 

The products manufactured in Amer- 
ica, not dependent entirely on Europe, 
did not follow immediately the advance 
of the European products, but gradually, 
as the manufacturers commenced to see 
how things were developing and what 
their cost of raw material would likely 
be in the near future, they advanced 
their prices until they are now many 
times the normal im a good many in- 
stances. 


American manufacturers also began to 
consider the question of manufacturing 


larger quantities of what they were al- 
ready making, and also taking up new 
producis which formerly could only be 


obtained from Europe, and I am glad to 
say that a great deal of progress has 
been made along these lines. I can say 
definitely that the chemical industries in 
the United States at this time are devel- 
oping rapidly, and are in a stronger and 
better condition at this time, the end of 
1915, than ever in the past, and mamy of 
the products which are now being Manu- 
factured will, in my opinion, continue to 
be manufactured after normal conditions 
are again in vogue, and we need no 
longer be dependent on Europe for such 
products. I will be more specific as 
go along, but simply wanted to mention 
the fact at this time that the condition 
and progress of the chemical industries 
had developed and are now in a stronger 
position than ever before. 

At the time of the war, or just before 
the war, the two most important chem- 
ical products furnished by Europe to the 
United States, in this case by Germany, 
were potash and coal-tar products. We 
were entirely dependent on Germany for 
muriate and sulphate of potash, which, 
as you know, are used very largely for 
fertilizers and in a smaller way for the 
manufacture’ of potash products such as 
bichromate of potash, yellow prussiate of 
potash, caustic potash, and so on, the 
manufactute of which was dependent on 
Germany for their supply of raw mate- 
rial. Unfortunately, since the war and 
the embargo on the shipment of potash 
to the United States, none now being re- 
ceived, no substitute has been found, and 
in spite of the reports from the Depart- 
ment of Commerce that large ouantities 
could be secured from a seaweed called 
kelp, which is in beds or meadows along 
the Pacific Coast belonging to this gov- 
ernment, nothing so far has been prac- 
tically done to recover it. There are re- 
puted deposits of potash in Utah and 
California, but again nothing practical 
has ever been done with them, so that 
at the present time consumers of potash 
or potash products are entirely depen- 
dent on what is left of the German ship- 
ments before and right after the war, 
and when these stocks are exhausted 
no one knows what can be done. 

On the other hand, on coal-tar prod- 
ucts it was immediately discovered by 
investigation in this country that we had 
large quantities available if they omly 
could be recovered and developed. In 
other «vords, the production of benzole, 
which is the principal base for the manu- 
facture of most coal-tar products and 
chemicals, could be immediately _ in- 
creased, and this was and is being dome. 
Some of the large steel works, who for- 
merly did not recover their benzole, are 
now producing it, and the _ production, 
which was about 3,000,000 gallons before 
the war, is now increased to about 15,- 
000,000 gallons, and while, unfortunately, 
its demand for war purposes in the man- 
ufacture of explosives, etc., is so great 
that even the present supply is not suf- 
ficient, and prices are almost too high 
for manufacturers to use it for the man- 
ufacture of ordinary products not con- 
nected with war products, yet the fact 
remains that this product has increased 
in production over five times, and this 
production is here to stay, and at nor- 
mal prices will be largely used for the 
manufacture of other products, which 
wili develop with it. 


Benzole as Gasoline Substitute. 


There is one use for benzole, for 
stance, which is practical and sure, 
that is its use for motive purposes in 
automobiles in place of gasoline. It is 
being largely used in Europe for this 
purpose, and the only reason it has not 
been used here has been the limited pro- 
duction and the higher price, it normally 
being about double the cost of gasoline. 
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With the present immense production, 
however, the cost has been reduced until 
now I believe that it can be manufac- 
tured and sold at a profit at the propor- 
tiohate price of gasoline, and that this 
will be done as soon as the present war 
is over, When I say proportionate price, 
[ mean that careful experiments for au- 
tomobile purposes show that benzole has 
a motive power about 2% per cent. better 
than gasoline, consequently would have 
29 per cent. advantage at the same price, 
so that even with benzole 25 per cent. 
mere in cost it would still be money 
value, but I also really believe that it 
could be actually produced now and sold 
at the same price as gasoline if it were 
necessary to do so. Therefore, the im- 
portance of this matter is obvious. Not 
only is the above true, but it is a fact 
that the use of gasoline for automobile 
purposes is so large that it is very dif- 
ficult for the oil companies to produce 
enough to meet the demand, consequently 
the entrance of the new product for the 
same purpose will be very important and 
a great relief. 


Aniline Colors Increase. 


Another large increase in production 
through the present conditions is the 
manufacture of aniline colors and other 
coal-tar products in this country, which 
will be much to the relief of consumers, 
who at the present time are unable to 
get anything like the supply of colors 
which they need in the conduct of their 
business. The five factories already es- 
tablished in this country before the war 
are all extending their production to their 
utmost capacity in keeping with safety 
for their investment, and I believe that 
in 1916 the production of aniline colors in 
this country will be at least three to 
four times the production before the war. 
This production could again be largely 
increased if the manufacturers were sure 
some protection from the government 
in the way of higher tariff or government 
manufacture of intermediate materials, 
which would enable them to get same 
at the same price as paid by European 
manutacturers, and then again the put- 
ting into effect of some anti-dumping 
clause, which is now promised by the 
government, to prevent the dumping into 
this country of colors at lower prices 
than they are sold elsewhere for the 
purpose of preventing their development 
and manufacture here. Whatever the 
government may finally decide to do 
towards the protection of this industry. 
there remains the fact that a great im- 
petus in the development is already under 
way, with the hope of government pro- 
tection, so that the Europeans will find 
them strongly entrenched in any event 
after the close of the war. I am speak- 
ing now of the factories already in op- 
eration, but in addition to these there 
are many new factories projected and 
some in operation. I have a list of twen- 
ty-three new factories, the last of them 
with a proposed capital of $15,000,000, and 
while a good many of these may not ma- 
terialize, something will surely come of 
some of them. Up to now nome have 
actually manufactured any aniline colors, 
but some are operating with a produc- 
tion of some intermediate products like 
aniline oil, beta naphthol, paramitranilin, 
ete., and sneaking of aniline oil, with the 
one factory established before the war 
and the increase in its works since the 
war, and the mumber of new factories 
making or about to make aniline oil, it 
looks as if the production of this product 
would be §&,000 to 10,000 tons, as against 
the normal consumption of about 4,000 
tons: in other words, the proposed manu- 
facture seems larger than the consump- 
tion, but as the consumption is also in- 
creased possibly the whole amount proj- 
ected cam be used. At any rate, there 
will be enough manufactured in _ this 
country to take care of the whole con- 


of 


sumption, so that Europe need not be 
depended upon. 

Carbolic Acid. 
Ancther article which has _ increased 


largely im production is carbolic acid, the 
consumption of which in the United States 
is about eight to ten million pounds year- 
ly. It is true, however, that this has 
not been available for ordinary use. as 
most of the new factories have used their 
product for the manufacture of picric 
avid, which is sold for war purposes, with 
the exception perhaps of the works of 
Thos. A. Edison, who, in an interview, 
said that his production was about 12,000 
pounds daily, which is used for his rec- 
ords. The point about this article is that 
practically none of it was manufactured 
here prior to the war, but it is now pro- 
duced in large quamtities, and after the 
demand for picric acid is over for war 
purposes, then the production can be used 
for other commercial purposes to the ad- 


vantage of the country. and so relieve 
them of depending on Europe for their 
supply. 

Naphthaline. 
Another article which has imcreased 


largely in production here is naphthaline, 
which is also a coal-tar product. Before 
the war the production in this country 
was about 2,500,000 pounds. while now it 
has inereased to something like 7,000.000, 
perhaps more, the normal consumption 
being about 9,000,000, and the difference 
between what was produced in America 
and the total was obtained from England 
and Germany, which countries hereafter 
should be practically umable to ship over 
here by reason of the new large produc- 
tion here. 


Barytes and Barium Products. 


This is about all I will say in connec- 
tion with aniline or coal-tar products, but 
as it is obvious that there is a great de- 
velopment taking place in this industry, 
it is certainly a very satisfactory con- 
dition at this time. Now, to leave the 
aniline industry and go to other prod- 
ucts not conmected with aniline, but the 
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development of which has gone on very 
quickly since the war, I will refer first 
to bartyes and barium products. Before 
the war there had been a yearly average 
importation to this country of crude 
barytes of about 40,000 tons coming from 
Germany, practically all of which was 
used in the manufacture of lithopone, 
which was about the only product of 
barytes made largely in this country prior 
to the war. There are now six manu- 
facturers who are turning out large quan- 
tities, and the busimess on this product 
will remain with the American factories. 
I wish to say, however, that since the 
beginning of the war no barytes has been 


‘ coming in from Germany, but it has been 


supplied from mines and deposits in Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky, Virginia and Missouri, 
and possibly some other States, and now 
the thing to do is to continue to use 
this American product and keep away 
from the European barytes. Formerly 
there was a duty of $1.50 per ton on _for- 
eign barytes, but this was reduced in 
the last tariff to 15 per cent., which was 
only about half. The German barytes 
was formerly delivered at a cost of about 
$5 per ton at such ports as Philadelphia 
and New York, the duty of 15 per cent. 
per ton included, and the American 
barytes under normal conditions could 
not compete amd can only sell now be- 
cause no German gouds can be secured. 
The German barytes tests higher in ba- 
rium sulphate content, averaging about 
96 per cent. and almost free from objec- 
tionable impurities and the consumer 
obtains a better yield at a lower cost 
than by the use of the available Amer- 
ican barytes, which only analyzes from 
about 83/9 per cent. barium sulphate, 
averagiug say 92 per cent., and much of 
which is contaminated with iron. The 
point is then that a duty should be placed 
on foreign barytes high enough to off- 
set the difference in quality and price 
and insure the continued use of Amer- 
ican barytes by American manufacturers. 
In other words, the duty should be ad- 
vanced, instead of stamding at the pres- 
ent duty of 15 per cent. per ton. In addi- 
tion to using the American barytes for 
the manufacture of lithopone, since the 
war four or five responsible factories 
have started up to manufacture other ba- 
rium products such as chloride of ba- 
rium, carbonate of barium, hydrate of 
barium, nitrate of barium and binoxide 
of barium, which means an increased use 
of the crude barytes, giving still further 
production to American producers, pos- 
sibly double the quantity formerly used, 
and it is important that American pro- 
ducers should continue to furnish the 
erude barytes to these factories in spite 
of the German competition, which is 
bound to come again after the war, and, 
as far as I know, an additional duty is 
the only way it can be done. Vith the 
manufacture in this country of the prod- 
ucts just mentioned, viz., chloride of 
barium, carbonate of barium, hydrate of 
barium, nitrate of barium and binoxide 
of barium, most of which were never 
made in this country before successfully, 
we have a practically new industry cre- 
ated which will make us imdependent of 
Europe in the future, some of these fac- 
tories being already in operation success- 
fully, and the full production of all of 
them will undoubtedly be on the market 
before very long. This makes the barytes 
and barytes products in this country prac- 
tically a new industry and one which 
could be held in the future and is of great 
importance. 


Carbon Tetrachloride. 


Another product, the manufacture of 
which has increased largely in this coun- 
try since the war, is carbon tetra- 
chloride, which was formerly made exclu- 
sively in Germany, but later taken up 
by American manufacturers, who at the 
time -of war began were probably pro- 
ducing half the consumption here. Since 
the war they have increased their plants 
very largely so that they are now supply- 
ing all of the American trade, and while 
still somewhat short of the requirements, 
new factories are being constructed so 
that in the end the whole consumpt.on 
of the country will be manufactured here. 
This article is perhaps not so well 
known, but is one of considerable impor- 
tance, and the consumption is continu- 
ally imcreasing in view of the many pur- 
poses for which it can be used. 

I have given up to now the situation 
on such articles for which we formerly 
depended largely on Europe, but the 
manufacture of which has_ increased 
largely in this country, which gives a 
distinct advantage amd increase in our 
chemical industry. I will, therefore, now 
refer to a number of products which 
have always been produced largely in 
this country, and not so susceptible to 
European competition, simply to advise 
you the condition of the manufacture 
of these articles and the present and 
future conditions regarding them. 

Increase in Acids, 

First in importance, I presume, is the 
manufacture of such acids as surphuric 
acid, nitric acid and muriatic acid, which 
are the basic materials for practically 
all of the great chemical industries of 
the country and on which there has never 
been any foreign competition because 
largely of: the heavy expense of trans- 
portation, and the fact that American 
manufacturers were able to make such 
prices as to render the importation un- 
profitable. Up to within a few months 
ago they were able to supply the demand 
of the country as usual, but as the war 
ran on and the demand for ammunition 
and explosive purposes became larger and 
larger, the demand for acids increased to 
such an extent that at this time the 
manufacturers are absolutely unable to 
supply it, and as a consequence Amer- 
ican consumers find themselves unable to 
get enough to conduct their business, or. 
when they do get enough for their pres- 
ent business, are unable to obtain anv 
additional quantities for an _ increased 
business, so that the general situation 
on acids is very serious at this time. 
Mamy increases are planned and under 
construction, vet it will be a number of 
months before they can be completed 
and not muvh relief is looked for for some 
time to come

tons of the three products together. For 
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a short time after the war the manufac- 
turers were able to continue their sup- 
ply in their ordinary way, but the stop- 
ping of shipments from- Buropean coun- 
tries to other countries by reason of the 
war led to a demand for American man- 
ufactures to supply this shortage; that is, 
countries who had formerly bought from 
England and Germany and who could 
not get amy from Germany at all and 
net enough from Englad, turned to Amer- 
ica for their supply, and this created a 
large export business which brought the 
manufacturers to their full production 
and has kept them very busy up to this 
time. By reason of this unusual export 
demand and the consequent shortening of 
stock, the condition of these products 
means great prosperity to the American 
manufacturers. 

Other products manufactured largely 
in this country are such products as yel- 
low prussiate soda and potash, chlorate 
of soda and potash, bichromate of soda 
and potash, the mamufacturers of which 
hold the whole American trade, as there 
are practically no importations from Eu- 
rope. The manufacture of yellow prus- 
siate potash, however, is somewhat lim- 
ited owing to the inability of manufac- 
turers to get muriate of potash from 
Germany, so most of them are working 
almost exclusively on soda, and the paint 
imamufacturers, who are large users, are 
now trying to make their Prussian blues 
from soda instead of potash, and, if 
successful, as some of them seem to be, 
the soda will probably be used exclu- 
sively for a long time to come, and there 
will be no need to depend on European 
sources for potash. 

The manufacture of chlorate soda and 
bichromate soda continue without hin- 
drance and in increasing quantities, but 
chlorate potash and bichromate potash 
are apt to be somewhat limited owing 
again to their inability to get proper 
quantities of the muriate potash, these 
manufactures depending, as far as I can 
find out, on muriate potash which was 
brought from mre yee before or just 
after the war, and while they are fortu- 
nate in having enough to go on with 
their manufacturing, it must be evident 
that sooner or later their potash prod- 
ucts must stop and soda products sub- 
stituted wherever possible. 

The condition of amother potash prod- 
uct is also interesting, speaking now of 
caustic potash, the manufacture of which 
was commenced in this country some 
years ago, and up to the time of the 
war was constantly gaining in impor- 
tance and _ production. Unfortunately, 
however, the manufacturers were depen- 
dent entirely on Germany for their muriate 
potash, and when shipments of this were 
stopped the factory was compelled to 
slow up and is now in a position where 
they can only make such a quantity of 
caustic potash for which they cam secure 
the raw material. Should the muriate 
potash be found or produced in America, 
then this caustic potash could be made 
largely, but while depending on Germany 
muriate potash must necessarily continue 
to be limited. 

Another important article, the manufac- 
ture of which has developed in this 
country is oxalic acid. The factory was 
established some years ago, but =p to 
the time of the war, having trouble to 
compete with European product on ac- 
count of the reduction of duty in the last 
tariff, was not able to develop the pro- 
duction as they wished, but since the 
war, and the importation of foreign acid 
practically stopped, they have taken care 
of practically the whole American con- 
sumption and will continue to do so to 
the limit of their ability. They are not 
yet able to produce the full quantity, so 
there is a considerable shortage in sup- 
plies, consequently the price is very high, 
but eventually there is no reason why 
this product should not be manufactured 
to the full extent of the American con- 
sumption and the business held here. 

There are many other chemical prod- 
ucts which are manufactured in _ this 
country, but not of enough importance 
to enumerate separately, so all I can say 
in finishing is that the status of the 
chemical industries in the United States 
at this time is very satisfactory, prac- 
tically every manufacturer being engaged 
to the limit of his capacity, and from 
every indication this prosperity will con- 
tinue fer the following year for the rea- 
son that most of them have made con- 
tracts covering their production for this 
period. 

You will notice, in speaking of these 
various products manufactured in Amer- 
ica. I have made frequent reference to 
tariff and the necessity of advancing the 
duty if articles manufactured are to be 
developed successfully, and while I have 
no intention of making this an address 
on tariff, at this time it is so obvious 
that the tariff should be reformed up- 
ward to retain the present manufactures 
successfully that I can not help men- 
tioning it. ‘

CHICAGO FERTILIZER MARKET. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, Oct. 7, 1915. 


Southern buyers this week again /ooded 
the Chicago market with buying orders for 
animal ammoniates and another week of 
voluminous business and higher prices was 
experienced. At the close tankage was 
quoted at $2.60 and 19 for gpot delivery, 
showing an advance of 20c, per unit of 
ammonia irom last week's closing hgures, 
while high-grade ground biood was advanced 
to $2.75 and showed a net gain of 2oc. for 
the week. Lower grades of tankage were 
practically cleaned up and none was to be 
had, even at greatly advanced bids. \ 

Packers accepted the advance as a matter 
of course, and the close found the market 
practically bare of offerings, although it 
Was generally believed that ample quan- 
tities of blood and tankage remained in 
stores, where they were being heid for still 
higher prices. Whether packers’ expecta- 
tions of continued upturns will be realized 
or not it is not possible to say at this time. 
The market already has had a remarkable 
advance and it is difficult to see where fur- 
ther upturns can be successfully enforced. 

The high price of cottonseed meal has 
been used as an excuse to advance the price 
of blood and tankage, which could have been 
used as stuck food in place of the meal if 
obtainable at sufficient djscount in price. 
The recent gains in the price paid by fer- 
tilizer mixers makes it possible for pro- 
ducers of tankage and blood to secure prac- 
tically as much money through this outlet 
as can be secured by selling to stock feeders, 
however, and with so much cheap fodder, 
soft wheat and corn, and unprecedented 
pasturage as are now at the disposal of stock 
raisers, it is difficult to see how values can 
be maintained. Still there are many unfil.ed 
orders stil} at hand and the market for the 
present appears to be in an exceptionally 
strong position. 

GROUND DRIED BLOOD.—Market opened 
at $2.40 and 10 f. o. b. Chicago for ground 
high-grade dried blood for immediate de- 
livery, and sales were mae at that price 
and almost daily advances, unti! $2.60 and 
10 for prompt was recorded. Futures were 
booked at a premium of 5c. per month for 
each month deferred ani contracts made 
for deliveries all through December, Janu- 
ary and February. The trade was of big 
volume, with the demand coming from a 
wide territory, and buyers paying the ap- 
preciated values without hesitancy so long as 
they could get what they wanied 

GROUND DRIED BLOOD.—Market devel- 
oped more strength than at any previous 
time so far this season, ind prices made a 
net gain of 25c. for the week, closing with 
spot ground blood quoted at $2.75 for spot 
delivery, and 5c, per unit higher for each 
month deferred for future shipments. The 
week closed with but very little stock on 
offer, and packers were holding reserved 
stocks for further upturns in prices.

Denatured Alcohol in Sulphuric Ether. 


(Special! to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Oct. 8, 1915. 


A formal order has been made in a 
Treasury decision (T. D. 2246) issued on 
the recommendation of Commissioner Os- 
born of the United States [Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau, authorizing the extension of 
existing formula for use in the manufac- 
ture of sulphuric ether with the use of de- 
matured alcohol. The decision is as fol- 
lows: 

Formula 2B, prescribed in Treasury Deci- 
sion 1954, heretofore authorized for use in 
the manufacture of pyroxylin plastics, is 
hereby extended to the manufacture of sul- 
phuriec ether in connection with the produc- 
tion of smokeless powder, the formula to 
be used only in connection with a duly es- 
tablished central denaturing warehouse, 
and subject to the same conditions as set 
forth in said Treasury Decision 1954. 


Cottonseed Industry Growing Cotton 
Countries, 


(Continued from October 4 issue, page 
19.) 


The following is the fifteenth install- 
ment of a series of special articles com- 
menced in the Reporter of June 26, 
prepared by Dr. Thomas H. Norton, of 
the Bureau of ‘Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, Washington, D. C., on the 
cottonseed industry in foreign coun- 


tries in most effective competition with 
the United States in the utilization of 
cottonseed. This series of articles sup- 
Plements the publication in the Re- 
porter from June 29 to October, 1914, of 
a treatment of cottonseed products and 
their competition in Northern Eu- 
rope:— 


Factories Near Bremen. 


_There are two relatively large oil facto- 

ries in the vicinity of Bremen, the Oelfa- 
brik Gross-Gerau and the Bremer Besig- 
heimer Oelfabriken. Together they crush 
most of the Egyptian cottonseed received 
at Bremen. The yield is given as crude 
oi! 17 per cent. and oil cake 75 per cent 
The oil is in part refined on the spot; in 
part shipped to inland works for refining. 
The Gross-Gerau factory, established in 
1882, has a monthly capacity of about 
3,000 tons of seed. The other factory, es- 
tablished in 1889, manufactures chiefly on 
contract with makers of oleomargarin. 
Both establishments are prosperous and 
have good financial standing. 


Factories Near Hamburg. 


The largest factory in the Hamburg dis- 
trict, and the largest in Germany, is that 
of the F, Thérl Gesellschaft m. b. H., 
founded in 1908, and located at Harburg. 
The capacity is as high as 500 tons of seed 
daily. In this establishment the equip- 
ment is or an elastic nature, and presses 
can_be diverted from use for one Kind of 
seed to use for amother according to the 
supply of seed available or the state of 
the market. 


This company stands in very close re- 
lations to the Wessondél-Vertrieb Gesell- 
Schaft m. b. H., also located at Harburg, 
and the Wesson Company, with offices at 
Hamburg. The first-mentioned company 
was organized in 1912 by T. S. Morgan, of 
Richmond, Va., representing the Southern 
Oil Company of New York; F. Thorl, 
owner of the oil factory in question; 
Landel Katz, a leading dealer in cotton- 
seead and its products, at Hamburg; and 
Pluygers & Co., a similar firm at Rotter- 
dam. This new company has a paid-up 
capital of $380,000. Its purpose is to refine 
crude cottonseed oil, expressed im Ger- 
many, and manufacture a product re- 
sembling as closely as possible the well- 
known American Wesson oil, which it also 
sells in European markets. According to 
the Consulate General at Hamburg. which 
has supplied valuable data on the general 
subject, this new company is well organ- 
ized and highly prosperous. The Wesson 
brand produced in the Harburg plant has 
rapidly come into general favor through- 
out Germany. 


The Harburger Oelfabriken, Brinckman 
& Mergell, established at Harburg in 1896, 
is another important and prosperous es- 
tablishment, devoted chiefly to crushing 
linseed, but also capable of handling 300 
tons of cottonseed daily. Its output is 
largely absorbed by the Wesson Refinery 
Company, and in consequence it has in- 
creased the number of its presses. 

A branch of the Bremer Besigheimer 
Oelfabriken, mentioned above, is located 
at Hamburg, and has until within a few 
years crushed large amounts of cotton- 
seed. The amount of seed pressed by the 
two plants ranged from 20.000 to 30.000 me- 
tric tons annually. Recently the Hamburg 
branch abandoned this feature. 

The Norddeutsche Oelwerke, Schmidt & 
Co., established in 1908, has a capacity of 
30,000 metric tons of seed annually, and 
has crushed on an average 20,000 tons. It 
is now in the hands of a receiver, and of- 
fered for sale at $190,000. The original cost 
was $357,000. 

Other Mills. 


At Lubeck is located the Lubeck Oel- 
fabriken Akt. Ges., formerly G. E. A. 
Asmus, established in 1908. The output is 
not large. The total amount of seed 
crushed does not exceed 15,000 tons, and 
cottonseed forms only a part of the raw 
material. 

The factory of Emi! Boley, at Uerdin- 
gen, and that of the Niederrheinische Oel- 
werke Akt. Ges., at Goch on the Rhine, 
established in 1908, crush the bulk of the 
seed entering Germany by wavy of the 
norts Antwerp, Amsterdam and Rotter- 
dam. Data are lacking om the extent of 
their operations. 

These German works are all well organ- 
ized and equipped with the best tvpes of 
modern presses and refining machinery. 


Seed Used in German Mills. 


During the past few years German 
crushers have succeeded in securing an 
increasingly large pronvortion of the crop 
of Egyptian seed, formerly absorbed by 
the English mills. In 1913 nearly one-half 
of the Egyptian exvort found its way to 
Germany. It constitutes 9% per cent. of 
all cottonseed currently crushed in the 
German works. Imports of American sea 
island seed range annually from 10.000 to 
17.00 metric tons, and_ insignificant 
amounts of seed from Brazil and the Ger- 
man colonies in Africa reach the market. 

Imports for all Germany in 1912 were 
214097 metric tons, valued at &8& 284.694: in 
1913, 219.797 tons, valued at $8,873.592. Dur- 
ing the first six months of 1914 they 
amounted to 121.000 tons. 

At Hamburg the imnort was 129,000 tons 
in 1912 and 61.000 tons in 1913. 

Germany re-exported 1.89 tons of seed 
in 1912 (one-half to Denmark) and 800 tons 
in 1913. 

During the season of 1913-14 there were 
unusual fluctuations in the price of cot- 
tonseed at Hamburg. Earlv in the fall 
of 19128 the rate per metric ton was $39.27. 
It rose gradually to $44 and then fell back 
to $49. Tm June, 1914. it rose to $42.84, but 
just before the outbreak of the war it 
had fallen to $37.60.

CALIFORNIA OIL FIELDS. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Los Angeles, Oct. 3, 1915. 

As yet the price of crude oil in California 
has not been advanced after the fashion of 
late in other parts of the country. The oper- 
ators here think that it will come, however. 
On the whole conditions point to the coming 
of better times in the oil business here, and 
as a result there has been quite a pronounced 
feeling of optimism hovering over the industry 
for the past month or so. No immendiate 
advance in the price of the product is an- 
ticipated, as conditions have not improved 
sufficiently for that, but if the present pro- 
gram of restriction of new development is ad- 
hered to for another half year or so it is ex- 
pected the market will undoubtedly recuper- 
ate from its present low level. 

In the valley section a large majority of 
the activities is compulsory through contracts. 


Outside of this there is not very much work 
being done except by the Standard, Union and 
Royal Dutch-Shell. 

The Union Oil Company has just brought 
in a well doing 1,000 barrels a day on its 
International lease, on the same section that 
the Lakeview No. 2 Oil Company gusher was 
on, which did 20,000 barrels per day for seven 
months. The well increased its flow until at 
the present writing it is flowing 4,000 barrels 
per day. The well was put down in rather 
dubious territory, and it is said that $200,000 
Was spent on the well before it proved its 
worth. The oil is 25 gravity and is being 
run into the sump hole of No. 2 of the same 
lease. That other big wells will be finished 
into the same sand shortly in that neighbor- 
hood is almost certain from the fact that 
the No. 1 well of the Pat Welsh lease of the 
Miocene Company, controlled by the Pollak 
interests, reached the sand a few days ago, 
but as the well was being finished the six and 
one-quarter-inch pipe collapsed and it will 
take a few days more to correct the trouble. 
Another well near the sand is the No. 3 well 
of the Interstate Oil Company, which will be 
deepened at once for the big sand. 

This is the first well of gusher caliber that 
has been brought in in the valley section for 
sdme time. This is one of the big reasons 
why production and shipments converged and 
there was a shortage in oil for three months. 
Any great gusher would prove disastrous to 
the company that obtained it. It is more to 
the point to keep from striking a gusher than 
to get one under present conditions. 


The Standard Oil Company is quite busy 
in the valley section, and it is reported that 
they will drill some wildcat wells at a site 
said to be seventeen miles due west of Lost 
Hills and south of Devil’s Den. Two wells 
are said to be planned and the drillers are se- 
lected. The Standard is operating quite a 
number of strings, both in the South and in 
Midway. That these are mostly forced upon 
the company by lease requirements is under- 
stood. 

The coast section of. the California fields is 
very quiet. The Cascalia section is yet to be 
developed. Plans have been made, but no 
work started as yet. 

In the southern section conditions remain 
practically the same, with quite a little de- 
velopment work. The Standard and Unity oil 
companies are doing by far the most work 
around Fullerton. Much drilling is being 
done by both companies. 

The Union's Hole well No. 4 is cemented at 
2,936 feet with ten-inch casing. Hole weil 
No. 5 is drilling in blue shale at 3,214 feet 
Hole well No. 6 is rotating in blue shale at 
900 feet. G. & L. No. 35 is drilling in gray 
shale at 3,134 feet. G. & L. No. 36 is fish- 
ing for six-inch drill pipe at 1,600 feet. G. 
& L. No. 50 is rotating in conglomerate at 
1,078 feet. 

Of Standard activities well No. 1 on the 
Coyote lease No. 3 came in last week, doing 
400 barrels a day. The well was finished 
at 3,000 feet, and is at the extreme end of 
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the La Habra ‘alley fields. The Northam 
lease well’ has been dismantled and the pipe 
is being loaded for shipment. There are three 
strings of 3,500 feet. The Standard is eréct- 
ing rig No. 2 on the Coyote lease No. 2. 
Standard well No. 2 on the Coyote léase No. 1 
is finished at 3,786 feet and will be put on the 
pump in a few days. The indications are all 
good for a big producer. 
GASOLINE ADVANCES. 

The price of gasoline was advanced 1 cent 
last week, the present price per gallon be 
ing 12 cents. This marks the turning point of 
a steady downward trend in the price which 
has existed for over a year. Up until the 
present time there has been quite a large 
overproduction, but the business has expand- 
ed to a great extent through the increase in 
autoniobiles, aided in no small manner by the 
traffic to the two fairs. The Standard Oil 
Company is the strongest market factor in 
gasoline in a majority of the California cities, 
being strongest in the south, around Los An 
geles. It has a great deal of competition, 
however, in that the Union Oil Company does 
much of its gasoline marketing around Los 
Angeles also, as does the General Petroleum 
Company. Many small independent marketers 
exist here and many blame them for the pres- 
ent low price of gasoline. They continuously 
sell their gasoline for a price lower than the 
Standard quotation, and in most cases the 
Standard will go down to meet them. It is 
not thought that the present increased de- 
mand is but temporary, but it is a natural 
expansion of the business here. 

The installation of a refinery using the new 
Rittman process of manufacturing gasoline 
may take place at Los Angeles or San Fran 
cisco. The proposition of the free use of the 
process has been offered W. L. Stewart, pres 
ident of the Union Oil Company, but his 
plans have not been disclosed regarding its 
adoption. Should this system of refining prive 
to be as successful on a commercial basis as 
it has shown by test the gasoline supply’ in 
California would be increased to’ a large ex 
tent were the system adopted by the market- 
ing companies 





VARIOUS NOTES 

With an explosion that could be heard for ten 
niles well No. 17 of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany on the Murphy lease struck a pocket of 
gas while drilling, which ignited and burned 
the rig 6 to the ground The well was drill 
ing at 3,500 feet and the gas pressure, which 
registered 500 pounds, had always been in 
complete control At 8 p. m. Tuesday the gas 
pressure began to increase, and before it 
could be relieved burst the gate on the eas 
ing and caught fire from the breaking of one 


of the incandescent lamps It is estimated 
that the flow of gas for hours was at the 
rate of 8,000,000 cubic feet per day The 


force finally subsided and was gotten under 
control. 

The deposit of the General Petroleum se 
curities has reached $10,005,600, made up of 
$7,620,000 interim certificates and $2,385,600 
bonds. This leaves about $1,000,000 certif 
icates and $1,300,000 bonds deposited. 

An oil field operation somewhat extraor- 
dinary is that which is being carried on in 
the Coalinga field in the drilling of the new 
well for the Shell company on section 2 and 
the new hole for the Kern Trading and Oil 
Company offsetting the Shell company well on 
section 1. The Federal Drilling Company is 
now drilling on the Shell hole, and is rig 
ging up on the Kern Trading and Oil Com 
pany well preparatory to drilling. This is the 
first instance ever reported in the California 
fielés of a company drilling an offsetting well 
at the same time it is drilling the first hole.

KENTUCK Y-TENNESSEE 
LEUM FIELDS. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Barbourville, Ky., Oct. 5, 1915. 

Comptetions in the Kentucky-Tennessee field 
are still showing up very light, but with the 
spreading out of test work, a more active ap- 
pearance is being gradually taken on, and 
operators are predicting a very busy fall and 
winter season, with a continued advance in 
petroleum prices as an incentive. Much test 
work has lately been started in the southern 
end of the State, while new work continues 
with unabated vigor on the Tennessee side. 
Recent completions in Scott county, on the 
Tennessee side, encourages the belief that a 
promising extension of the Kentucky fields 
will be developed in that section. Two new 
wildcat strikes have been reported, one show- 
ing a big flow of gas and another developing 
into a small petroleum producer. In the ad- 
joining counties of Wayne and McCreary 
counties, Kentucky, some advance work has 
resulted in strikes. New operations in Mc- 
Creary county have proven an extension to- 
ward the village of Winfield, and an exten- 
sion of the old Sunnybrook pool of Wayne 
county is thought probable. One well show- 
ing up for a _ fair-sized producer has _ been 
drilled. Other tests are now going down. 
New operators continue to enter the region 
embraced in Wayne, McCreary and Scott 
counties. This is a shallow sand country, 
where drilling expenses are light and the 
prospects very favorable for the development 
if seattered pools Pipe line connections are 
easy and the wells have proven long-lived for 
shallow sand propositions, many of the Wayne 
county producers having been operated con- 
tinuously for the past twelve years. Scott 
county operators, who are making a producing 
test of the several wells thus far drilled, are 
arranging to send their production to the re- 
fineries by the tank car method, pending a 
time when developments will warrant an ex- 
tension of the Cumberland pipe line into Scott 
county. 

In the established fields of Kentucky only 
three new completions have been reported. 
Wayne county reports a brace of ten-barrel 
strikes; Wolfe county has a new producer of 
ten barrels’ capacity, while a strike of five

barrels’ capacity is reported from Lawrence 
yunty. The only old field showing advance 
drilling is Wayne county. <A number of fail- 


ures have been drilled in that county in the 
effort to extend the productive area, but the 
results accomplished in a few producing wells 
are enough to encourage further advance 
work. Developments in Wolfe, Lawrence and 
Morgan counties are still restricted to the 
proven areas, the upward trend of prices ap- 
parently having no effect in creating renewed 
interest in wildcat drilling. 

Western Kentucky areas of activity are still 
more or less in the wildcat stage of develop- 
ment. The new strike in the Reelfoot Lake 
region has started several new operators to 
work, and something will soon be known of 
the possibilities of that region as a petroleum 
field. Outside this district no new work is 
now being undertaken in the western end of 
the State.

The soaring of prices asked and ob- 


tained by second hands for quinine 


salts and glycerine to levels, untouched 


in a score of years by the first men- 
tioned commodity and wholly un- 
precedented so far as the latter com- 


modity is concerned, constituted the 
principal developments in the drug 
market within the week. A noteworthy 
additional uplift of almost all the most 
important crude drugs produced and 
generally obtained from British col- 
onies, in consequence of reports that a 
heavy export tax is about.to be placed 
upon these goods by the British Gov- 
ernment, has also been a salient feat- 
ure of the week's price movements and 
f.rther advances have also been re- 
corded in all bismuth salts as well as 
in soda benzoate and salicylate, agar 
agar, cocoa butter, lycopodium, small 
flake manna, quicksilver in flask lots, 
balsam copaiba, broken cinchona bark, 
juniper berries, berries, Mexican 
vanilla beans, artificial almond and 
mustard Oils, caraway oil, coriander 
oil, sweet birch oil, German henbane, 
horehound herb, laurel leaves, German

marjoram, Acstrian and Greek sage 
leaves, German dandelion root, Car- 
tagena ipecac root, Verona orris root,

There has also been an uplift in cas- 
tor oil, which has about equalled the 
recent decline in that article and which 
has been based chiefly ‘cpon the ru- 
mored imposition of an export tax on 
all East Indian products. Among the 
erude drugs of East Indian origin 


which have already reflected the influ- 
«nee of this expected export duty have 
been nux vomica, East Indian sandel- 
wood oil and cannabis indica, the lat- 
ter having been subject to such a taxa- 
tion on shipments for some time past. 
Amber sorts of gsm Arabic and East 
Indian kola nuts have also been em- 
braced in the products of British de- 
pendencies to reveal the effect of this 
contemplated export tax. 

Concessions and outright reductions 
in prices have been very few in number 
and of little consequence. They have 
incituded, however, a further lowering 
of prices for corn syrup and corn sugar 
and declines in the figures named for 
celery seed, Turkish geranium Oil, ber- 


gamot oil, Baltimore wormseed oil, 
thyme leaves and South American can- 
ary seed. 


Reports that the British government 
had added quinine salts to its absolute 
embargo list have served to intensify 
the excitement and mounting tendency 
of these goods, supplies of which from 
London and Amsterdam would be com- 
pletely shut off by such action, though 
possibly continuing to be obtainable in 
a limited way on direct shipments from 
Java. 

Ecropean consumers have continued 
to be heavy buyers of many of the Nnar- 
anaesthetics, anodynes and 
analgesics here, but the purchasing 
movement in opium has dwindled to 
small proportions of late, the takings 
of this gum on foreign account having 
diminished materially of late. 

German, Austrian, Hungarian, Bul- 
garian, Russian and Turkish goods are 
in very light supply here and the pros- 
pect for materjal replenishment within 
the near future continues to be dark-~ 
ened by reports that this year’s crops 
have been very greatly curtailed, while 
shipping facilities via the Mtditer- 
ranean are becOming more circum- 
scribed daily.

Latest arrivals, here have 
included sixteen cases from Marseilles. 
The unabated bombardment of Con- 
stantinople has continued to prevent 
the shipment of the meager quantities 
of new crop Turkish gum from that 
producing country to any consuming 
countries outside of Germany, while the 
unrelieved deadlock between the Ser- 
vian and Bulgarian occupants of Mace- 
donia has also made shipments of the 
gum produced in that territory impos- 
sible. Reports that this year’s crop of 
Turkish medicinal gum has been only 
50 per cent. of the normal yield con- 
tinse to reach here and are combining 
with the other developments to keep 
the local market strong.

in at least one instance, to the extent 
of 55c., although the average uplift has 
been 30c. The revised quotations for 
the bismuth preparations are $3.25 for 
citrate, $2.80 for salicylate and sub- 
nitrate, $3.10 for subcarbonate and $2.65 
for subgallate. 

CASTOR OIL.—Reports that the 
British government has imposed or is 
about to place an export tax on all 
medicinal products of its dependencies 
have stiffened the market for this oil 
materially of late, and, despite the re- 
cent reduction in transportation 
charges for the beans or seed, domestic 
pressers have marked up their prices 
a half cent, thereby compensating for 
the recent reduction of that amount, 
and are now quoting their output on a 
basis of 10c. per pound for 200 gallons 
or 1,600 pounds of the No. 1 grade in 
barrels and 10%c, in cases for five- 
gallon cans; and 9%@10\c. for the No. 
3 grade. One superior brand is being 
maintained at llc. 

COCOA BUTTER.—Because of the 
shutting off of all stocks of Dutch 
goods and the inability of domestic 
makers to turn out adequate supplies 
of the home-made article, prices for 
this article have been raised to a bulk 
basis of 32%4@33c., and those for 
wrapped fingers have been marked up 
to 34@35c. Confectionery manufac- 
turers and other big consumers are 
buying more freely again, and. the 
market manifests an exceedingly 
strong undertone. 

CODLIVER OIL.—A seasonably 
growing demand is noted for this oil, 
which is still being firmly maintained 
by local importers and other operators, 
in view of the “corner” in Norway 
and the great reduction of stocks in 
Newfoundland by the heavy takings 
of Great Britain. Quotations continue 
at $82.50@85 for Norwegian steam- 
refined medicinal oil, and at $65@75 for 
Newfoundland oil. An offer of 100 
barrels or new crop Lofoten oil for 
October shipment has recently been 
made at $76 per barrel, f. o. b., Nor- 
way. 

CORN SYRUP.—In recognition of a 
further decline in the cost of corn, 
domestic manufacturers have lowered 
their prices 10c. further for both corn 
syrup and corn sugar, and are now 
quoting these goods at $2.02 for 42 de- 
grees’ mixing corn syrup and at $1.96 
for the “pure food” variety of the 
sugar. 

FUSEL OIL.—An active demand con- 
tinues to be noted for this oil, which 
is still being quoted by domestic 
makers at $2.65@2.75 for the crude oil 
and at $3.25@3.50 for the refined oil 
and at $3 for amyl acetate. Latest 
arrivals have included 50 drums from 
Hull. 

GLYCERINE.—Wild excitement per- 
vades the entire market for this com- 
modity in consequence of the unprece- 
dented demand for the dymanite de- 
scription, with resultant absorption of 
all varieties here, and the unabated 
imposition of the virtually absolute 
embargo by France as well as England. 
Following sales of the chemically pure 
grade at 38c. and 40c. drums, prices 
were raised by second hands, who con- 
trol the market, since domestic manu- 
facturers have withdrawn, and, after 
purchases had been effected at 48c., and 
then at 45c, and 46c., some purchases of 
ton lots were effected at 48c., and local 
holders of second-hand lots thereupon 
began to ask 50c. and to obtain it with- 
out difficulty. One of the leading dis- 
tilling interests, in the capacity of a 
broker or second hand, has already sold 
relatively small lots of C. P. below the 
U. S. P. standard at 50c., equivalent 
to. 52%c. for goods of that standard. 

The dynamite grade has been sold in 
a limited manner at 44%c., but is now 
generally held at 50c., while the soap- 
lye grade is being nominally quoted at 
37c., and even at 40c., the Local market 
continues bare of the saponification de- 
scription. Despite the understanding 
that the French government is not per- 
mitting shipments of article, except on 
rare occasions when the reasons ap- 
pear good, there have been arrivals 
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within the week at the local port of 
two lots from Marseilles, the first 
amounting to 143 casks and the sec- 
ond to 280 casks. The entire market 
has assumed a “runaway” appearancy, 
and still higher figures are predicted in 
numerous quarters. 

Our correspondent in Paris has ad- 
vised as follows:— 

Paris, Sept. 24, 1915. 

To date the new war move by the French 
government placing a virtually absolute em- 
bargo upon shipments of glycerine from 
France, which was expected to bring about a 
heavy accumulation of stock in this country, 
has not affected the crude glycerine situation 
here, the market remaining very firm, 

The saponification grades continue to be 
sought for for domestic requirements, around 
220 francs per 100 kilos, naked, but the pres- 
ent volume of business is very contracted be- 
cause of a searcity of offers, most producers 
hoping to obtain better prices later. 

On the contrary, soap lye glycerine appears 
a little calmer, some lots of spot goods being 
offered at 160 francs per 100 kilos, naked, but 
handlers are inclined to hold off, as this grade 
of the goods is in lighter demand for home 
needs than the saponification grade. 

KOLA NUTS.—The recent decision 
by the United States Board of General 
Appraisers to assess these goods at a 
specific tax import duty of a cent a 
pound, as “nuts shelled,” instead of 
permitting free entry as “crude drugs 
not improved in value or condition,” 
has exerted a further stiffening influ- 
ence here, especially as it has been ac- 
companied by reports that the British 
gcvernment is planning to impose an 
export tax on these goods. Local 
handlers have made numerous sales at 
8c., 10c. and lic. and, in some instances, 
are now asking $12. 

LYCOPODIUM.—Because of a grow- 
scarcity of this article, prices have been 
raised 5c. further to $1.05@1.15, and 
sales have already been made at the 
inside figure. 

MANNA.—Small flake goods are al- 
most exhausted and are being very 
strongly held at 70@75c., as to holder. 
The local market is virtually bare of 
large flake stuff. 

POTASH.—Some local holders are 
offering permanganate at $1.12% but 
others continue to ask $1.25, in view of 
the growing shortage of this prepara- 
tion. All other potash salts in the me- 
dicinal group continues to be strongly 
maintained at previously-mentioned 
figures, in consequence of the increas- 
ing scarcity of stocks here, since Ger- 
many placed the potash salts in its 
embargo list. 

QUICKSILVER.—The agents of all 
the manufacturers have raised their 
prices to a minimum of $92 in 100 flask 
lots, as supplies here have become fur- 
ther exhausted. Jobbing lots, however, 
continue to be offered at $1.25@1.30. 

SODA.—Benzoate and salicylate have 
been raised still further of late, as spot 
stocks have become depleted and for- 
eign takings have increased, revised 
quotations of local holders being $3.50 
@3.75 for both preparations. Iodide and 
nitrite continue to be held at previously 
mentioned figures. 


ACIDS. 


CARBOLIC.—An extensive export as 
well as domestic demand continues to 
be noted for phenol, and local holders 
are now asking a minimum of $1.55 per 
pound, while quoting up to $1.60 in 
drums and other containers. Cresylic 
acid is still being held at 75c. to $1.20. 
Latest arrivals at the local port have 
included forty-one drums from Hull. 

BORIC.—Following closely upon the 
advances of a half and three-quarters 
cent in prices aske dfor borax and 
boric acid, resepctively, the manu- 
facturers of these products at the out- 
set of September, the makers of this 
acid have raised their quotations a 
half cent further to 9%@10c. for the 
crystals or granulated grades in sacks, 
to 9%@10%c. for the powdered form 
in sacks, and to 10@10%c. for the crys- 
tals, and granulated and powdered de- 
scriptions in barrels. Borax, however, 
has not been affected by this latest up- 
lift in the acid.

BEANS. 

VANILLA.—A disastrous cyclone in 
the producing regions of Mexico has 
damaged the maturing crop of Mexi- 
can beans materially of late, as is 
swept from Tezuitlan, the southern ter- 
minus of the National Railways of 
Mexico, to the coast, destroying vast 
amounts of property throughout the 
district of Papantla, in the State of 
Vera Cruz, and visiting with special 
vehemence the towns of Papantla, 
Gutierrez-zamora and San Rafael, for 
the first time in a score of years. 
Latest reports from these regions state 
that the curers are now picking up 
some of the beans of the maturing 
crop which have been blown from the 
vines and making them into cuts. It 
is feared that the new crop cuts, made 
from windfalls, which were beginning 
to reach curers in these towns, have 
been almost entirely lost in the tor- 
nado, and that the damage wrought by 
the high winds will curtail the yield 
for the next two years to an extent 
which will make them not more than 30 
per cent of those of recent years. Re- 
membering that the cyclone of 1895 was 
followed by a wild uplift of prices for 
Mexican beans, which carried prices 
to $14 and even $16 per pound, local 
operators have raised their prices for 
ordinary sound Mexican beans to a 
minimum of $3, and are asking $4 and 
$5 for superior brands, while holding 
Mexican cuts firmly at a minimum of 
$2.50 and naming up to $3 for some 
qualities. Only a moderate buying 
movement is recorded. 

Bourbons are in scanty supply both 
here and in France, and are being very 
strongly held for good quality beans. 
Most of the offerings here, however, 
are of poor quality, and therefore have 

t yet been affected sympathetically 
by the uplift in the market for Mex? 
can beans. 

South Americans continue in light 
supply and are still strongly main- 
tained at $2.50@3 for Guadaloupe beans.

Tahitis are likewise being well main- 
tained, in the absence of sizable ar- 
rivals from Papeete, local operators 
asking $1.35 @1.50 for the green label 
description.

Trading in the securities market has 
progressed on an enormous scale dur- 
ing the past week. The flood of buy- 
ing orders has been great enough to 
prompt attention of bankers and other 
financial interests and an attempt was 
made to keep the market from running 


wild. Reports from various branches 
of industry have been favorable and 
these have only tended to stimulate 
interest in the stock market. Crop 
news aside from cotton has been satis- 
factory. <A billion bushels of wheat, 
representing the largest crop ever 
grown by American farmers, was re- 
turned in the year 1915, and half a 


dozen other crops have exceeded record 


production. This was shown in the 
government's October crop report, 
issued today by the Crop Reporting 


Board of the Department of Agriculture 
at Washington, which based its pre- 
liminary estimates and forecasts of 
production on a canvass made October 
1 by agents throughout the country. 
There will be 1,002,029,000 bushes of 
wheat of 1915 growth, the government 
report assuring this by naming 345,163,- 
000 the result of the spring wheat 
crop. The winter wheat crop of 1915 
was 656,856,000 bushels. The corn crop 
will be the second largest in the history 
of American agriculture, surpassing 
every year’s output but that of 1912. 
The government’s preliminary esti- 
mate of the wheat crop indicates a yield 
that is 111,000,000 bushels larger than 
the previous of 1912. The corn 
crop, now approaching maturity, is es- 
timated at 3,026,159,000 bushels, or 98,- 
000,000 bushels than the record. 
Increased activity in the shares of 
American Zinc was accompanied by 
rumors of the placing of large contracts 
in spelter. It is stated that this ma- 
terial is in good demand from the mak- 
ers of cartridge brass.

The season in the fertilizer trade is 


progressing in a quiet way and the po- 


sition of important materials shows 
very little change from that recorded 
a week ago. Nitrate of soda is very 
strong and the probable delay in secur- 
ing supplies as a result of the closing 
of the Panama Canal has added tur- 
ther strength to the situation. Nitrate 
is also reported to be strong on the 


West Coast in spite of an increase in 
the output. Considering the slow 
agricultural demand which is likely to 
exist in parts of Europe for next sea- 
son, it is held by some that the posi- 
ticn of nitrate is not well founded. Sul- 
phate of ammonia is quiet and prices 
are not subject to change. Imports are 
light and supplies are not heavy, but 
this is offset by the moderate call from 
consuming trades. Potash salts are in 
limited supply and reports of offers of 
domestic potash for future delivery, 
while frequently heard, do not create 


any feeling of confidence in a large 
domestic supply. Fish scrap is likely 
to go to higher levels, as stocks are 


light and no hopes are held out for a 
large catch of fish in the balance of 


the season. Acid phosphate is one of 
the items of the fertilizer market 
which is firmly held and holders are 


not forcing sales because they hope to 
realize still high prices for what they 
have to offer. For reports of the Bal- 
timore, Chicago and Atlanta fertilizer 
markets refer to index on page 23. De- 
tailed reports on the separate articles 
of the local market follow: 
NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS. 
CYANAMID.—This material is mov- 
ing in a normal way, but no new fea- 
tures have been reported. Some de- 
mand is reported outside the fertilizer 





trade. Market values are holding on a 
steady basis. with October-December 
shipments offered at $2.35 per unit.

and bagging charges are additional. 
DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 

There is a moderate call for spot 


goods, and trading is still far from 
active. Futures have prompted some 
inquiry, and buyers have covered 


ahead to some extent. There has been 
very little change in the position of 
the market during the week. Chicago 
quotes dried blood at $2.40 and high- 
grade tankage at $2.25 and 10. These 
prices are for prompt shipment, and 
premiums are held on futures. A re- 
port from the London market says 
blood and tankage are extremely firm. 
There are reports that as much as 14s. 
per unit of ammonia is being asked 
for South American dried blood, while 
tankage from the same source is priced 
at 13s. per unit of ammonia and $d. 
per unit of phosphate. Supplies are 
short, with freights high, and conse- 
quently a good many inquiries have to 
go unsatisfied. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Arrivals of 
nitrate of soda at domestic ports are 
reported to be held up by the closing 
of the Canal and this has a strengthen- 
ing effect upon prices for spot material. 
Reports from the West Coast say that 
shipments to Europe are increasing in 
volume and the amount thus ex- 
ported is estimated at 97,000 tons for 
the month of September against 78,250 
tens in August and 30,000 tons in Sep- 
tember last year. The United States 
continues to offer a good outlet for 
nitrate and prices are holding firm. 
Nearby shipments from Chile are 
quoted at 8s. 9d. per quintal. Many do 
not regard the statistical position of 
nitrate to be sound; a report in a Lon- 
don contemporary says:—“The weight 
of arrivals begins to be felt on the mar- 
ket, and although ‘refined’ nitrate is 
nominally firm, ordinary quality, for 
which there is no demand, is distinctly 
easier. Liverpool and London have re- 
ceived several cargoes (including an- 
other large steamer at the former port), 
and 2,600 tons have arrived at Plym- 
outh, closely following the Strathardie 
(s.) carrying 6,500 tons. Such is the 
congestion in the United States that 
a Norwegian ship calling for orders 
has been sent to discharge at Brest, 
where the warehouses are full of the 
fertilizer. As already mentioned, many 
French vessels usually sent to Dunkirk 
have been ordered to ports in the Bay 
of Biscay, and a dozen more now on 
passage will go in the same direction. 
The steamer Finchley, bound for Arch- 
angel, has gone ashore near that port, 
and only a small part of the cargo of 
6,000 tons is expected to be saved. Not 
only are the present supplies in Eu- 
rope abnormally large, considering the 
closure of the German and Belgian 
markets, but fresh supplies of far 
greater dimensions than last year are 
in view.” 

In spite of a rather quiet season in 
the fertilizer trade shipments of nitrate 
to the United States form a new record 
for the year to date. The increase in 
supplies has had no weakening effect 
on prices, and consuming demand

These figures show that there has 
been a normal outlet for British sul- 
phate even though demand from the 


United States was not much more than 
one-half what it was in the previous 
year. At present United Kingdom 
markets appear strong, and the only 
drawback is found in the difficulty in 
obtaining licenses for outward ship- 
ments. Bullish features consist in a 
gradually widening in inquiry and in 
reports of a diminished production. 
For the first half of next year British 
sulphate is offered at £15 per ton. In 
the local market prices for sulphate 
are given at $3.40 per 100 pounds for 
spot and shipment. 
PHOSPHATES, 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—Holders of 
acid phosphate are reported to be in- 
different. They look for an advance in 
prices and, with deliveries keeping 
stock at a low point, there is good rea- 


son for the firm feeling which per- 
vades the market. Reports from out- 
side markets are of a like tenor and

Reports of new concerns entering the 
field for the production of dyes and 
colors are still current, and especial 
comment was aroused this week by the 
announcement of the incorporation of 
a company with an authorized stock 
of $15,000,000. Details of this company 
and its plans for the future are not 
revealed. The tin products are lower 
in price, as a more favorable schedule 
of prices were operative on the Ist of 
the month. Tin crystals are now 
quoted at 2444@25c. per Ilb., and bi- 
chloride of tin is available at 10@10%c. 
per lb. Starch and dextrines also were 
lower this week in sympathy with re- 
duced quotations for important raw 
materials. There is but little change 
in bichromates. Soda is scarce on spot 
and prices have varied somewhat ac- 
cording to seller, but prices in all cases 
are firm. On futures values are based 
on a quantity basis, with some differ- 
ence according to seller. Bichromate 
of potash is held firm, owing to the 
searcity of muriate of potash. Prus- 
siates are offered in a limited way and 
prices are holding far above normal. 
Stocks of red prussiate of potash are 
about exhausted and prices are largely 
nominal. Favorable reports regarding 
the Sicilian crop of sumac are heard, 
and an easier feeling rules regarding 
future deliveries of this material. There 
is a good demand for the various wood 
and vegetable extracts, but sellers are 
mainly sold up and the spot market 
for all these selections is strong. Gam- 
bier closed the week in a strong posi- 
tien, due to reports that there was de- 
lay in securing licenses for shipping 
this material from primary markets. 
Zine dust is offered sparingly and the 
scarcity of stocks holds prices on a 
firm basis. Detailed reports on the va- 
rious materials of a local market 
follows:— 

ALBUMENS. — Supplies of Chinese 
egg albumen are firmly held and offer- 
ings are restricted. Some sellers are 
sold ahead and prices for prompt de- 
livery have been advanced. Quota- 
tions for round lots were placed at 
62c. this week as a maximum price, and 
values for smaller amounts are higher 
accordingly. Blood albumen is quiet, 
with foreign grades in limited supply. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—Some 
sellers are out of the market as far as 
aniline salts are concerned. Prices are 
nominal in the absence of stocks. Do- 
mestic supplies of aniline oil have va- 
ried in grade, with prices also showing 
a range on that account. Present quo- 
tations are 90c.@$1.40, with the outside 
figure referrang to foreign grades. Some 
consumers are receiving aniline oil on 
contracts and are getting it below the 
prices quoted in the spot market. 

BICHROMATES.—Sellers are report- 
ed to be active in booking orders for 
contracts of bichromate of soda cov- 
ering delivery over the whole of 1916. 
On these contracts some of the buyers 
report that they can do better than 
7¥%c per lb., and sales are said to have 
gone through this week under the 
7c level. On the other hand, sellers 
report sales up to 8c. and gives 7c. as 
the inside price. Quantity is a factor 
in fixing prices. The spot market is 
still affected by the scarcity of offer- 
ings. Most sellers are busy with con- 
tract deliveries, and have no surplus 
stocks with which to take on spot 
business. Sales of spot material were 
reported at 15c. per lb., and the quota- 
tion is 15@1l6c. On deliveries over the 
next two months 14%@lic. is quoted. 
Bichromate of potash is quiet, but 
prices are strong, with 21@22c. per Ib 
as the market quotation. 

CUTCH.—The shipments of cutch 
from Rangoon to all parts from Janu- 
ary 1 to August 16 were 3,482 tons, 
against 2,209 tons in 1914 and 2,000 tons 
in 1913. Imports of cutch at present 
are not large and prices are holding 
firm. A report from the United King- 
dom: states that cutch is not as strong 
a competitor of the brown dyes as it 
should be and suggests that research 
work might make this material more 
valuable. In the local market prices 
are holding at 12@15c. per Ib., according 
to grade and package. 

DEXTRINE.—The market for dex- 
trine has been easy. At the close of 
last week there was a decline of 10 
points in all selections. In the early 
part of this week there was a further 
decline of 10 points. The present sched- 
ule of prices is as follows. Dextrine, 
$2.75 in bags, $2.81 in barrels; special 
dark canary dextrine $2.80 in bags, 
$2.91 in barrels; British gum, $2.95 in 
bags, $3.06 in barrels; amidex, $2.95 in 
bags. These prices are per 100 pounds 
in carload lots f. o. b. New York. 

FUSTIC.—There is a steady delivery 
of fustic extract on existing contracts. 
Spot supplies are small and what is 
true of this material also applies to 
most other extracts. Sellers are pretty 


well sold ahead and have very little to 
offer on new accounts. Prices for solid 
fustic extract are lic. per Ib. 

GAMBIER. — Cable advices from 
primary markets show that gambier is 
being sold at higher figures. Stocks 
afloat for this country are small and 
values are not inclined to drop as long 
as this situation exists. In the London 
market gambier is reported to be 
strong, with good marks quoted at 34s. 
per cwt. for Sept.-Oct. sailing. This 
price is for whole bales. In the local 
market prices are quoted at 1114@12c. 
per lb. for common gambier and cubes 
are held at l7c, per lb. The market for 
shipments was reported as nominal in 
the latter half of the week owing to 
receipt of cable advices to the effect 
that licenses for shipping gambier had 
been held up. This also strengthened 
the spot market and caused sellers to 
place 11%c. as an inside price. 

MYRABOLANS.—Advices from Cal- 
cutta say that regular shipments are 
going forward to the United King- 
dom. Quotations are for No. 1 yellow 
picked nuts Rs. 2-4; for No. 2 quality 
brown and yellow mixed, Rs. 1-14 to 
Rs. 1-15; for average quality, Rs. 1-9 to 
Rs. 1-10, and for No. 3 quality dark 
and brown mixed hollow nuts, Rs. 1-6 
per B. md., weight, loose, respectively, 
for near and nearby deliveries. Dur- 
ing the rains the nuts get discolored. 
Offerings of picked yellow nuts are 
rather scarce. The bulk of offerings 
is of average quality nuts. Offerings 
of Australian Bhimries or small yel- 
low nuts are very small from this 
port. 

Some fairly large lots have reached 
the New York market recently, but 
were sold ahead, and there is practi- 
cally no _ spot trading. Prices are 
quoted at $30@38 per ton, with the 
majority of sales at $34@36 per ton. 

PRUSSIATES.—Supplies of foreign 
made yellow prussiate of potash are 
limited, and certain producers of do- 
mestic prussiate also are well sold up. 
Consuming demand is not heavy, as 
the high prices asked have caused 
buyers to take only what they actually 
needed. Spot material sold this week 
at 82c. per lb., but there is a difference 
according to seller, and up to 85c. is 
quoted. Red prussiate of potash is 
largely nominal, with nothing but 
meager stocks obtainable. Prices are 
quoted at $2.70@2.75 per lb. Prussiate 
of soda was marked up this week by 
some sellers, and quotations of 42c., 
43c. and 44c. were heard in different 
quarters. Some prussiate of soda from 
abroad reached the local market dur- 
ing the week. 

STARCH.—There is a good export 
movement in starch, and shipments 
are holding up well. Domestic con- 
sumption is reported to be moderate, 
with steady call for contract deliveries. 
Owing to lower prices for raw ma- 
terials prices have been easier, and 
leading sellers have reduced their ask- 
ing prices. Quotations are:—Pearl 
starch, $1.95 in bags, $2.06 in barrels; 
Buffalo pearl ‘starch, $1.98 in bags, 
$2.08 in barrels; powdered starch, $2 
in bags, $2.11 in barrels; corn starch, 
$2.03 in bags, $2.14 in barrels; special 
warp sizing starch, $2.05 in bags; 
confectioners’ T. B. starch, 2.55 in 
bags, $2.76 in barrels; finishing starch, 
$2.45 in bags; crystal T. B. starch, No. 
90 fluidity, $2.65 in bags, $2.86 in bar- 
rels. All above prices are for 100 
pounds in car lots, f. 0. b. New York. 
Smaller lots are higher accordingly. 

SUMAC.—Advices on the crop of 
sumac are favorable, and if the ma- 
terial does not feel the scarcity of 
labor in being marketed offerings 
should be comparatively free. Ship- 
ments are easier in price than they 
were a short time ago, and sellers have 
been more active since the informa- 
tion on new crop offerings became 
known. Spot supplies are light, and 
the restricted offerings keep values 
firm, with $65@67 per ton quoted for 
28 per cent. Shipments are offered at 
$58@60 per ton. Sumac extract is 
holding at 6c. per Ib. 

ZINC DUST. Sellers who were 
quoting 37c. per lb. last week for zinc 
dust were firm in their views this 
week and placed 38c. as the lowest 
figure at which they would accept 
business. Some buyers have had 
trouble in placing orders, but while 
certain producers and sellers are sold 
ahead there are others who are able 
to take spot business. Prices are 
quoted at 38@40c. per lb.
